TOBE MODERNIZED 


Authority Hires Expediter 
and Begins Study of 
Additional Sites in Be- 
lief Congress Will Vote 
More Funds. 


The St. Louis Housing Author- 
ity, arftticipating eventual passage 
of a law for more low-rent pub- 
lic housing by Congress, has or- 
dered modernization of its plans 
for a third establishment here on 
a vacant site it owns. It also 
has undertaken a study of addi- 
tional sites, looking toward future 
large-scale expansion of its facil- 
ities for tenants of limited income. 

Hiram C. Martin Jr. has been 
made a member of the Authority's 
staff with the duties of an ex- 
pediter, to bring the plans for the 
third project up to date and to 
work on the further program of 
expansion, 

Formerly assistant to the direc- 
tor of the Chamber of Commerce 
industrial bureau, Martin was an 
administrative assistant to Mayor 
Aloys P, Kaufmann for two years, 
with housing and slum clearance 
matters as a special function. He 
left that position a year ago to 
become head of the commercial 
and industrial division of the J. 
Ben Miller Real Estate Co. 

Third Project Delayed. 

The Authority operates 1315 
apartments in Clinton-Peabody 
Terrace and Carr Square Village. 
It has planned to erect 551 apart- 
ments on its 18-acre third site, a 
somewhat irregularly shaped tract 
extending from Carr street almost 
to Cass avenue, between Seventh 
and Ninth streets. A combination 
of circumstances’ has prevented 
construction on that site so far. 
Erection of large-scale housing is 
linked with the pressing problem 
of urban slum clearance. 

“Plans for going ahead on slum 
clearance are being prepared,” 
said Arthur A. Blumeyer, chair- 
man of the Authority, in a state- 
ment yesterday. “The favorable 
action of the Supreme Court of 


exempt from taxes gave a ¢€reen 
light on the contemplated action.” 

“The Mayor, together with a 
group of business men in the city 
and members of the Housing Au- 
thority, will meet with ‘the Mis- 


the prospects of passage of legis- 
ol which will permit St. Louis 
to participate again in the slum 
clearance program. 

“The new federal housing bill, 
S-1070, has been approved by a 
Senate committee and is on the 
calendar for passage in the Senate 
at an early date.” 

$3,100,000 Earmarked. 

There is a federal fund of 
$3,100,000 earmarked for the third 
St. Louis site, but it is subject to 
a limitation of an old law as to 
unit cost, Which makes it insuffi- 
cient under present conditions. 
Presumably this could be com- 
bined with federal funds under the 
prospective new law to complete 
provision for this project. The 
federal funds are in the nature of 
a guarantee of the local housing 
agency’s bonds or notes, and are 
not a grant or direct loan. ; 

Architectural plans for this 
project were prepared for the St. 
Louis Authority some years ago 
by the firm of Jamieson & Spearl. 
Some federal housing officials 
have inquired whether they might 
be revised to provide for more 
apartments on the same area in- 
cluding perhaps more large ones 
for big families. However, Blu- 
meyer has expressed the opinion 
that no change of this nature 
should be made for this location, 
but that consideration for extra- 
big units be given in future under- 
takings. 

One expected phase of the re- 
study of plans for the third pro- 
ject will be elimination of costly 
and super-fireproof construction 
of all-poured-concrete. Authority 
officials are considering use of 
wooden or steel] joists and pre-cast 
concrete slab floors, as cheaper

No one was injured, but the 
frightened guests knocked over 
tables and chairs and broke crock- 
ery in their haste to reach the 
front door or the kitchen. Falling 


Charles H. Sandres, Negro 
waiter, said he was serving a table 
in the center of the room when 
he heard a “rumbling and a crack- 
ing in ‘the ceiling.” 

“I looked up,” he said, “and saw 
cracks forming all over the ceiling. 
“Look out,” I yelled, ‘the ceiling 
is falling.’ Then I sushed out the 
front door.” 

Some patrons, when they got 
outside and took stock of the sit- 
uation, realized they had been 
sprinkled lightly by small bits of 
plaster. Others had a fine layer 
of plaster dust on their clothing. 
Five women made such hasty 
exits that they left their purses 
behind. The handbags were re- 
covered and returned to the own- 
ers by firemen who assisted in 
cleaning up the debris. 

Typical of the experiences of 
most of the diners was that of 
Mr. and Mrs. Bernard Guttman, 
730 Leland avenue, University 
City. They were eating liesurely 
at a table in the center of the 
restaurant when they heard San- 
der’s warning shouts. 

“The ceiling was cracking and 
everyone seemed to be jumping 
up,” Guttman said, “My wife and 
I jumped up, too, and started to 
run for the front door. It wasn’t 
far and before we knew it we 
were safely outside and the ceil- 
ing had fallen inside.”

GETS 10 LASHES AT WHIPPING 
POST FOR BEATING OF WIFE 


Delaware Man Is the First to Be 
So Sentenced Since 


1946. 

WILMINGTON, Del., March 12 
(AP)—A 43-year-old Negro took 
10 lashes at the whipping post to- 
day for wife beating. 

It was the first time the New- 
castle county whipping post was 
used since 1946. 

William H. Wright, of Smyrna, 
pleaded guilty of beating his wife, 
Lillie. Chief Justice Charles S. 
Richards of general sessions court 
imposed sentence of 10 lashes and 
a year in prison. 

Wife beating is a misdemeanor 
under Delaware law. It is punish- 
able by five to 30 lashes plus 
imprisonment. Some 30 people

WIRE-TAP PLOT 
N.Y. GRAND JURY 


O’Dwyer Charges Scheme 
to Get Official Secrets 
— ‘Startling Revela- 
tions’ Reported. 


NEW YORK, March 12 (AP)— 
Mayor William O’Dwyer today dis- 
closed a plot to get city officials’ 
secrets by telephone wire-tapping. 
District Attorney Frank S. Hogan 
later announced that evidence of 
the plot would go to a grand jury. 

Two alleged wire-tappers were 
arrested early today, but one 
duped his captors and fled through 
a window at City Hall while they 
thought he was in a rest room. 

Hours later the man, Kenneth 
Ryan, 45 years old, a retired city 
detective, still was free. 

Officials hinted the wire-tapping 
might involve prominent political 
enemies of O’Dwyer. 

Lawyer Su 

Hogan said evidence would go 
to the grand jury Monday. Among 
those subpenaed was John G. 
Broady, attorney. 

Broady was named by Police 
Commissioner William P. O’Brien 
as the attorney who hired the two 
men for the wire-tapping. 

“T most emphatically deny ever 
having anything to do directly 
with wire-tapping,” Broady told 
reporters. He referred all fur- 
ther questions to Clendenin Ryan, 
wealthy former aid to the late 
Mayor Fiorello H. LaGuardia, who 
recently has been an outspoken 
foe of the city administration. 

e Broady said he had -been em- 
ployed by Clendenin Ryan to get 
information about the city govern- 
ment, 

Comment By Ryan. 

At his home at Allamuchy, N. 
J., Ryan declined to come to New 


York for questioning but told of- 
ficials he would be available Mon- | 
day or they could come to his | 
farm. | 

He said he was not the “promi- 
nent New Yorker” mentioned by 
O’Dwyer as being involved in the 
plot and that he knew nothing 
about the wire-tapping. 

“TI do know that my own tele- 
phone wires in New York have 
been tapped the past two or three 
weeks, undoubtedly by the city 
government,” he said. 


Police said Edward Jones, a 
former treasury department 
agent, the man Broady admitted 

ring, was making “startling rev- 

ations, naming prominent names 
and organizations in public and 
business affairs.” 

Earlier O’Dwyer said that Ken- 
neth Ryan admitted he was hired 
by an attorney to make the wire- 
taps on the telephones of the 
Mayor and about 75 other offi- 
cials. : 

Taps Planned Elsewhere. 

There were indications the in- 
vestigation might spread to other 
parts of the country. 

The Mayor said the wire taps 
also were to be placed on lines 
of officials in Chicago and De- 
troit. 


Clendenin Ryan is a grandson 
of Thomas Fortune Ryan, the 
wealthy financier. The younger 
Ryan announced Thursday estab- 
lishment of the Good Government 
Foundation to “expose corrup- 
tion in public office everywhere.” 

He said it would function 
strongly in New York City and 
eventually would operate through- 
out the country. He said he was 
underwriting it for $500,000. 

Clendenin Ryan also has been 
a leader in a budding campaign 
to defeat O’Dwyer for a second 
term this fall. The Mayor has 
not announced officially he will 
run again but he expected to 


do so. 

On Wednesday Clendenin Ryan 
went to City Hall with a series 
of questions in a letter which 
were designed to embarrass the 
Mayor. One asked if Frank Cos- 
tello, gambling figure, is “the 
real boss of New York City.” 

Yesterday Ryan went back to 
City Hall, this time to nail on a 
door a copy of a 1945 grand jury 
presentment Which criticized 
| actions as Brooklyn 
district attorney. 

Mayor Questions Prisoners.

2-WEEK MEMORIAL 
MINE SHUTDOWN 


Steel Mills May Be Hit— 
Operator Thinks Lewis 
Is Jockeying for Bar- 
gaining Position by Cut- 
ting Fuel Supply. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., March 12 
(AP) — Railroads, and possibly 


steel mills, emerged tonight as the | 


big potential victims of the sched- 
uled coal miners’ worl: stoppage. 

The two-week shutdown ordered 
by United Mine Workers President 
Jokn L. Lewis for all pits east 
of the Mississippi river was seen 
by George H. Love, president of 
the Pittsburgh Consolidation Coal 
Co. as “just an ordinary strike 
with a little black ribbon tied on 
it.” 

Love referred to Lewis’s an- 
nouncement that about 400,000 
miners would stay at home two 
weeks as a memorial to dead and 
injured fellow workers. The work 
stoppage, he said, also will pro- 
test against appointment of Dr. 
James Boyd as head of the United 
States Bureau of Mines. The UMW 
considers him unqualified since 


he never was a miner. 
Effect on Railroads. 

More than 55,000 railroaders em- 
ployed on coal carrying lines are 
scheduled to be laid off next week 
because of the mine stoppage. 
Railroads laying off men and the 
number to be affected include: 

Pennsylvania Railroad, 20,000; 
Chespeake & Ohio, 15,000; New 
York Central, 3375; Baltimore and 
Ohio, 8500; Norfolk and Western 
Railway, 4500; Reading Railroad, 
2300; Louisville and WNashivlle, 
1500, and the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western, Central of 
Pennsylvania, and the Lehigh Val- 
ley, a total of 800. 

In most instances the rail men 
to be laid off are engaged direct- 
ly in the handling of fuel ship- 
ments, which constitute the bulk 
of traffic for some railroads. 

Problem of Steel Mills, 

The steel producing mills will 
not be affected immediately. But 
they aren't happy at the prospect 
of losing coal stockpiles. Captive 
mines—owned by steel] companies 
—have been working a six-day 
week to fill the mills’ needs while 
the commercial pits generally 
have observed a five-day week. 
Lack of good coking coal has been 
one of the obstacles in recent 
months which has kept steel com- 
panies from fully meeting urgent 
demands for steel. 

The huge stockpile ,of 70,000,000 
tons of coal now above ground is 
expected to cushion the effect of 
the shutdown on most industries. 
That stockpile—grea&test since 1942 
—compares to a normal supply of 
about 50,000,000 tons, or a 30-day 
supply. The 20,000,000-ton differ- 
ence is just about the production 
the nation will lose during the 
mine shutdown. : 

Many observers speculated on 
the effect lowered stockpiles 
would have when operators and

Joseph E. Moody, president of 
the Southern Coal Producers Asso- 
ciation, said at Washington Lewis 
may be jockeying for a bargaining 
position in contract negotiations. 

Later, appearing before’ the 
House Labor Committee, he spoke 
out for retaining sectioNs in the 
Taft-Hartley law under which 
both sides are required to bargain 
with each other in good faith. 

Moody told reporters that Lewis, 
in calling it a memorial stoppage, 
is “using the words of the con- 
tract. But the contract Was never 
intended for this use.” 

“Technically,” the operator add- 
ed, “he can continue these stop- 
pages until hell freezes over. There 
isn’t much we can do, though we 
might go to court.” 

Miners to Back Lewis, 

The 56,000 miners in western 
Pennsylvania and the more than 
100,000 in West Virginia joined 
diggers in other states in affirm- 
ing their intention to stand back 
of Lewis. Some were dismayed at 
the prospect of losing two weeks’ 
wages but didn’t consider balking 
at the Lewis call. 

CIO reaction was expressed by 
Jack Kroll,. national director of 
the CIO Political Action Commit- 
tee, who criticized the mine holi- 
day. 

He feared the action would 
hamper repeal of the Taft-Hartley 
law. , 

Boyd, former dean of the Colo- 
rado School of Mines, has de- 
clined to comment. 


Many Illinois Mines Operate 
on Usual Day 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill, March 12 
(UP)—Many Illinois coal mines 
slated to be idle today as opera- 
tors got one more day’s produc- 
tion above ground before the two- 
week United Mine Workers’ shut- 
down. Mine officials sent out 
hurried calls over radio stations 
and in theaters, asking miners to 
show up for work this morning. 
Iilinois’s 23,000 United Mine 
Workers were expected to answer 
Lewis's call for a “suspension of 
mining.” 


No Rail Layoffs Planned Here 
Because of Coal Tieup. 

No layoffs by railroads with 
headquarters in St. Louis are con- 
templated, officials said last night. 
An executive of an East Side steel 
mill said mills in Madison and 
St. Clair counties wo operate 
as usual. Many of the e point-

WASHINGTON, March 12 (AP) 
—President Truman, who two 
weeks ago directed his Senate 
leaders to fight the filibuster to 
a finish, consented tonight to ar- 
rangements for a settlement with 
the Southern Democrats who re- 
belled against his civil rights pro- 
gram, 

With his legislative program at 
a standstill in the Senate, the 
President gave his approval to a 
conference called for tomorrow td 
work out a compromise. 

Any agreement will mean an 
end to his fight to break the fili- 
buster, which already has tied up 
the Senate for 12 working days. 
The only alternative is to attempt 
to wear out the Southerners 
through long sessions, while vital 
bills pile up without action. 

Talks to Lieutenants. 

Truman talked to his Senate 
lieutenants by telephone from Key 
West, Fila., where he is vacation- 
ing. Senator McGrath of Rhode 
Island, who also is the national 
chairman of the Democratic party, 
reported the President was “agree- 
able to anything that will work 
out a solution.” 

McGrath said he personally was 
very hopeful that agreement can

WASHINGTON, March 12—Dis- 
satisfaction with present opera- 
tions of the Pick-Sloan plan for 
developing the Missouri river basin 
Was expressed today by a group 
of experts on natural resources 
projects. 

There was no consensus as to 
an alternative plan, however, 
among the six speakers who par- 
ticipated in a panel discussion at 
the annual conference of the 
American Society for Public Ad- 
ministration. 

The views of some of the panel 
members never became fully clear, 
but there was obviously sentiment 
for a Missouri Valley Authority 
as proposed in the. Murray Dill. 
There was sentiment for a com- 
promise between MVA and the 
present setup, and there was sen- 
timent for creation of an author- 
ity at some time in the future, 
but not now.

Davidson made valiant efforts 
to bring the discussion around to 
the point at which the speakers 
would set forth concrete views 
on valley authorities, but because 
of interruptions inherent in 
round-table discussions and be- 
cause of a tendency for some of 
the speakers to fly off on tan- 
gents, he wasn’t too successful, 


Factor of Regional Loyalty. 

Whether the people, particu- 
larly residents of the Missouri 
valley, are ready for more valley 
authorities was the first general 
subject discussed. Clapp said he 
thought it important that the 
general regional area be well de- 
fined in the minds of the resi- 
dents. 

“One of the big bets that can 
be missed,” he said, “is the psy- 
chological aspect of regional 
loyalty, which can be harnessed 
by identification of the indi- 
viduals with a certain area.” 

“If you take an area like the 
Missouri basin,” Renne put in, 
“you get into diverse psychologi- 
cal reactions because of diverse re- 
sources—it is arid in the upper 
basin and humid in the lower.” 

“About the only thing Missouri 
and Montana have in common,” 
said Short, “is that the Missouri 
river runs through both states.” 
““Isn’t that enough?” Clapp 
asked, evoking laughter. 

White said it might prove im- 
possible to have rigid boundaries 
for a region, but that he wanted 
to suggest the “conclusion” that 
in an event “it is undesirable from 
the standpoint of public adminis- 
tration to have the Army engi- 
neers and the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion operating independently, It is 
ridiculous.” 

“Agreed,” said Clapp, 
Task Force’s Recommendation. 

The task force of which White 
Was a member recommended that 
the water deevlopment functions 
of the Army engineers and the 
Bureau of Reclamation be merged 
into a new service with a single 
head. 

“On a river system you do need 
a@ more integrated operation than 
is possible under a loose alliance,” 
Clawson said. 

“I doubt that you would get gen- 
eral agreement that Missouri basin 
co-ordination is ag ‘loose as you 
describe,” Davidson said, , 

“I agree that it is rather loose,” 
Short said, “but it has accom- 
plished a lot of good and is good 
to a certain point. If you go into 
a total @uthority you change the 
administration of the Federal Gov- 
ernment toward regional functions. 
I can conceive of a point where 
there would be so much regional 
administration that the Washing- 
ton bureaucrats would be out of

“On the other hand)” said Clapp, 
“you might get the rivers devel- 
oped.” 

Davidson asked Short: “Are you 
ready in Missouri to go along 
with a total authority?” 

“Getting an authority is like 
buying a pig in a poke,” Short 
replied. “You don’t know whether 
it is black or white. Some are 
worried it might be a little red. 
Some want to go forward rapidly, 
some slowly.” 

Renne For Slow A 

Renne argued for a slow ap- 
proach, for using existing mech- 
anisms, allaying “fear” of author- 
ities and allowing public opinion 
to become firm.

He also urged the Legisla- 
ture to study the advisability of 
legislation to establish a _ retire- 
ment system for state employes. 
That, too, would be expensive. 

There is a surplus in the treas- 
ury of about $20,000,000, but a | 
group of Senators figure that this 
could be very quickly exhausted 
by increasing old age pensions, 
by a retirement system, and more 
money for the public schools. Once 
exhausted it could be regained 
only by higher taxes.

40-HOUR WEEK | 


AT 4B HOUR PAY 


Agreement Affects Mil- 
lion Non-Operating Em- 
ployes — Board to De- 
cide on Time Schedule. 


CHICAGO, March 12 (INS) — 
Spokesmen for the railroads and 
16 unions representing one million 
non-operating employes said to- 
night that an agreement has been 
reached for a. cut from a 48 to 
a dapat tas at the 48-hour 
rate. ' 


The agreement also calls for a 
7-cent-an-hour pay increase. 


The spokesmen said that only a 
decision from a presidential fact- 
finding board acting as referee on 
how to reduce the work week re- 
mains to end the prolonged nego- 
tiations. 


The question of staggering the 
days for the workers is under con- 
sideration of the board, whose de- 
cision will be mandatory, 


The wage increase of 7 cents an 
hour will be retroactive to Oct. 1. 

The increase and the shorter- 
hours-at-same-pay recommenda- 
tions were made last December by 
the board, but one side refused to 
accept the conditions and nego- 
tiations were resumed in an effort 
to avoid a threatened nation-wide 
strike, 

It was disclosed tonight that the 
agreements were reached a week 
ago on the shorter week and pay 
boosts but the conferences con- 
tinued in an effort to solve the 
other difficulty. 

The unions wanted a schedule 
of eight hours a day on a straight 
Monday-through-Friday basis with 
overtime for Saturdays and Sun- 
days. The carriers wanted to stag- 
ger the working days or reduce 
the working day hours because of 
their round-the-clock operation. 

The board’s decision will be a 
final decision through the agree- 
ment reached by both sides.

The great silver ship, with two 
of its six pusher-type engines 
dead, touched earth after a 9600 
mile nonstop, non-refueling flight 
over the nation. For 5000 miles, 
the B-36 had carried 10,000 
pounds of bombs. 

Two propellers were motionless 
as the superbomber came in for a 
gentle landing at 7:57 a.m. It had 
been airborne 43 hours and 37 | 
minutes since roaring away fromm 
Carswell at 12:20 p.m. Thursday. 
It carried its bomb load for 24 
hours, 55 minutes. 

The flight topped by 687 miles 
the former B-36 record distance 
flight last Dec. 6-7. That Was a 
dramatic hop from Fort Worth to 
Honolulu and return, ending on 
Pearl Harbar day. ; 

Short of Navy Record. 

The flight failed by 1636 miles 
to equal the non-refueling distance 
record of 11,236 miles. This record 
was made by the Truculent Turtle, 
a two-engine navy patrol plane 
which flew from Perth, Australia, 
to Columbus, Ohio, Oct. 1, 1946, 

Carswell Base announced the 
plane had two hours of fuel left 
when it landed. Maj. John D. 
Bartlett, project officer for B-36 
training for the Seventh Bombard- 
ment Wing of the Eighth Air 
Force, ordered the plane down be- 
cause the two engines had failed 
and weather was closing in on the 
field.

How .to Get Foothold. 

“Delegates” were told that the 
important thing in any city was 
to get a foothold. “If you can get 
in with punchboards, that’s a 
start,” one speaker said. “If you 
can get handbooks operating, don’t 
rush it—infiltrate, take your time. 

If possible, get bingo started, 
then ease in with slot machines. 
But don’t start wide-open opera- 
“= with crap games.” 

‘he hoodlums were advised to 
use second-floor rooms for gam- 
bling establishments, rather than 
first-floor quarters visible from 
the street and likely to attract 
the attention of “blue-noses.” 

Frank Costello, hoodlum “king” 
of the United States, and chiefs 
of the Chicago Capone syndicate, 
who work together in directing 
the national slot-machine racket, 
advised those at the meeting to 
invest their profits in real estate, 
sporting enterprises and other 
legal business. 

Warning Against Killings. 

In his meetings with gangsters 
and gamblers throughout the 
country, Costello, New York ex- 
convict and Tammany politician, 
warns his associates that killings 
must stop and that business-like 
methods are bound to succeed. 

For the last three years, at the 
annual gatherings of hoodlums 
from all over the country in Hot 
Springs, Ark., Costello has advised 
his associates to “sit back, ride 
out the storm gnd don’t have any 
killings.” 

St. Louis leaders of the Chi- 
cago Capone syndicate have fol- 
lowed Costello’s advice, with two 
exceptions. They paid or encour- 
aged others to murder Bernie and 
Carl Shelton, gambling czars of 
the Peoria (Ill.) area, because the 
Sheltons were a thorn in the side 
of the Cafione syndicate. | 

Activities of Eddie Vogel. 

In preparing its detailed report, 
the California Crime Commission 
inquired in Chicago about the ac- 
tivities of Eddie Vogel, a Mey fig- 
ure in the slot machine empire,, 
and his lieutenant, George (Babe) 
Toffenelli, also known as Tuffe- 
nelli. 

The Chicago Daily News said 
today that Vogel “smilingly denied 
he was a kingpin in the multi-mil- 
lion-dollar slot machine racket.” 
Vogel, 54 years old and short and 
stocky met a Daily News reporter 
through an intermediary and ob- 
served: “I am retired; I have 
nothing to do with slot machines 
anywhere.” He called the report 
of a $400,000,000 bride fund “very 
silly,” adding, “that is a lot of 
money, it must be confused with 
the war debt.” 

Asked about Costello and Tof- 
fenelli, Vogel is reported to have 
replied: “I read about Costello in 
the newspapers; I never heard of 
Toffenelli.” He also asserted he 
did not attend the Coin Machine 
Institute meeting last January. 
“I said I was retired,” he ob- 
served pointedly. 

Vogel long has been known as 
head of slot machine operations in 
this area, He first appeared in the 
news in 1925 as a beer peddler for 
the old Capone gang. Then he 
jumped into the slot machine 
business. By 1943 he was identified 
by Cook county authorities as 
“slot machine boss of the Jake 
Guzik gambling syndicate.” 

Besides slots, he was interested 
in juke boxes, cigarette machines 
and pinball games. His police rec- 
ord shows many arrests but no 
convictions. He was indicted for 
a prohibition law violation in 
1926 but the record shows no dis-

In 1945, gambling equipment Val- 
ued at $7800 was seized from Tof- 
fenelli by Homestead Station po- 
lice here. He sued to recover an 
$800 table, alleging it was not used 
for gambling purposes. The suit 
was dismissed. 

California authorities learned 
Toffenelli went there late in 1947 
or early in 1948 with large Sums 
of money. He called on slot and 
pinball machine operators and of- 
fered to buy them out. To get a 
foothold in one place, he offered 
to pay $500,000 for a $175,000 gam- 
bling business, it was learned, 

Operating in Los Angeles. 

Whether the offer was accepted 
could not be determined but Chi- 
cago Crime Commission Members 
learned Toffenelli Was operating 
in Los Angeles, while retaining an 
interest in gambling places here. 

Toffenelli, a race car operator 
in Blue Island at present, said: 
“T wouldn’t know Vogel if I saw 
him walking down the street.” He 
denied he was in the slot machine 
business, saying he devotes all his 
time to auto-racing. He admitted 
he was once in the handbook busi- 
ness. 

Chicago manufacturers of slot 
machines denied that those at- 
tending the Coin Institute conven- 
tion discussed the “best ways to 
bribe” people, as reported by the 
California Commission. Manu- 
facturers said the convention was 
“just a showing of various Coin

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FORRESTAL CALLS GERM WAR 
PRACTICAL, NOT IMMINENT 


Defense Secretary Says It Isn’t Super 
Weapon, but Warns of Possibility 
of Sneak Attack. | 


WASHINGTON, March 12 (AP) 
—Germ warfare is practical but it 
simply isn't a superweapon to wipe 
out multitudes of people, the De- 
fense Department said tonight. 

Biological warfare Was talled a 
thing of the future. Nevertheless, 
Americans were warned of the 
possibility that saboteurs might 
try an attack ‘on food sources with 
rg, even before a war breaks 
out. 

Ys department sought to 
straighten out the ‘public’s “exag- 
gerated impression” about the po- 
tency and development of biologi- 
cal combat. . 


“Folly to Underestimate.” 

However, said Secretary of De- 
fense Forrestal in the first official 
statement‘on the subject ia three 
years, “it would be folly to under- 
estimate the potentialities of bio- 
logical warfare.” 

He was backed up in that state- 
ment by one of the foremost. au- 
thorities in bacterial war, Maj: 
Gen. Alden H. Waitt, chief of the 
Army Chemical Corps. , 

Waitt, in a press conference 
based on Forrestal’s formal state- 
ment, said: 

“This method of warfare has 


great potentialities—but it is. a’ 


weapon of the future ...I am 
satisfied that this is a most *poten- 
tially important weapon. I have 
no doubt as to its practicability.” 

Forrestal warned we must guard 
against saboteurs striking with 
disease weapons before a declara- 
tion of war. He said our food 
supplies would be especially vul- 
nerable to such a biological at- 
tack, 

The Government, after an orig- 
inal press statement on biological 
warfare in 1946, had up to now 
clamped the tightest type of se- 
cr on the whole project. It 
had refused, among other things, 
to let any military personnel even 
mention the name of biological 
warfare. 

Goaded Into Statement. 

It finally was. goaded into to- 

day’s discussion by what Forrestal 


called “extravagant, inaccurate 
and unduly spectacular” unofficial 
discussions of ways to kill or 
sicken populations or 
and destroy ag crops. 
tary jargon, form of warfare 
is called simply “BW.” * 

The gist of what Forrestal and 
Waitt said was this: 

1, The use of disease as a 
weapon ig practical. Indeed, grave 
concern Was felt in World War II 
that the Germans or Japanese 
would use it, perhaps against tne 
Allies’ food sources if not against 
humans, | 

‘2. At present, it is possible to 
produce the most deadly forms of 
poison, including botulanus toxin. 
In theory, one ownce could kill 
150,000,000 persons. However, most 
of these super-killers presently 
live only in laboratory test tubes. 

Limited Use of 

3. So far, an absolute means of 
swift and wide spreading of the 
agents of biological warfare hasn't 
been perfected, Preventive action, 
the dissipation and weakening of 
agents, and the natural immunity 
of mankind limit their quick 
spread through a substantial part 
of any population.

These increases are due essen- 
tially to the rise in the cost of 
coal, which was 91.6 per cent in 
the case of Union Electric’s fuel 
between 1939 and last year. For 
more than 25 years the contracts 
between Union Electric and its in- 
dustrial and utility customers have 
contained a “fuel clause” whereby 
the charges of electricity go up 
or down — always up in recent 
times—in relation to the cost of 
coal, under a detailed formula. 

Increasing Home Use. 

The lowered cost to residential 

consumers is due almost entirely

Electric sales by volume in- 
creased 56 per cent between 1939 
and last year, This reflected heavy 
increases in four classes and a 
drop in tne fifth. The increases 
were: Residential, 104.7 per cent; 
commercial and small power, 97.4 
per cent; large power and light, 
112 per cent; other electric util- 
ities, 187.9 per cent. 

The drop was in,“other electric 
customers,” the principal con- 
gumer in this class being St. Louis 
Public Service Co. The volume of 
current bought by this class rose 
markedly during the early war 
years, reflecting partly the heavy 
transit burden then.

Already it seems likely Gov. Bowles will 
leave a deep impress on the Nutmeg State, 
no matter whether he serves one term, or 
two or more (he is one of numerous Demo- 
crats being mentioned as a Presidential pos- 
sibility in 1952 if Harry Truman really does 
not choose to run.) 

Chet Bowles is no ordinary Governor. He 
is a man of ideas and principles, and he 
possesses the energy and the courage to 
fight for his objectives, even when the odds 
are against him. Here is a 47-year-old mil- 
lionaire business man turned idealist, and an 
idealist who has turned practical politician 
and got down into the arena of public affairs 
to grapple with other politiciars of differ- 
ent ideas and ideals. 

Although his official life in Hartford is no 
red of roses (no softer than it was in Wash- 
ington when he was under tne gun as Price 
Administrator by appointment of President 
Roosevelt, and Director of the Office of Eco- 
nomic Mobilization by appointment of Presi- 
dent Truman, Chet Bowles finds the provin- 
cial life has a certain compensation. 

“Here,” says Gov. Bowles, “you are in 
close touch with the people, you really see 
and speak to the people every day. In 
Washington, you spend so much time testi- 
fying before Congressional committees.” 

Congressional committees, not able to lay 
their hands on the President of the United 
States, delight in summoning and heckling 
and torturing the President’s assistants. As 
head of OPA, Bowles went through that 
inquisition and finally resigned, warning the 
nation that prices would skyrocket once 
price controls were removed. This prophecy 
came all too true. 


Idealistic Business Man 
Decides to Run for Office. 


His welts suffered on Capitol Hill are now 
long healed, and Bowles can laugh at the 
taunt directed by the congressional prosecu- 
tors at the New Deal brain-trusters: 

“Why, you’re just a bureaucrat — you 
never had to meet a payroll and you never 
carried to precinct.” 

“They couldn’t say that about me,” Bowles 
asserts. “I wasn’t born a bureaucrat; I 
was in business and I had to meet payrolls. 
I had to borow $5000 to found my own ad- 
vertising business in 1929. Then came the 
crash, but we never missed a payroll.” 

But still. it was true of Bowles, as of the 
professors, that he had never run for office 
—and to the professional politician there is 
no worse sin than not running for public 
office. One must start running early, allow 
oneself to be “‘drafted’’ on occasion, and 
keep on running until parted from the pay- 
roll by death or chronic public request 

Being an idealist, a semi-professor at 
heart, dnd a convicted bureaucrat let off 
early for good behavior, Bowles picked an 
odd time to carry a precinct The national 
ticket headed by Harry Truman was doomed, 
according to the polls, and the Democratic 
ticket in ‘‘normally Republican’ Connecticut 
was doubly doomed, being captained by a 
refugee from Washington who advocated 
controls over steaks and tenements and the 
- other items that enter into the American 


budget. 


The upshot of it was that Bowles won |: 


Connecticut while Truman lost it.

meg State, Gov. Bowles has listed housing 
and education as the most urgent require- 
ments. The main housing preblem now, he 
Says, is to erect standard housing at a price 
poor people can afford to pay, which to him 
means a direct subsidy from the state. After 
the poor people are accommodated, he thinks 
the demand for housing, for middle and up- 
per classes, will carry on for years, with 
no subsidy involved. 

“T see no need for boom-or-bust,” de- 
clares Gov. Bowles. “Some business people 
operate on the old-fashioned theory that full 
employment cannot last; that five to seven 


million people should be unemployed as a 
governor, a check, on inflation; and that 
now is the time for big business to grab 
the profits while the grabbing’s good.”’ 

*“Housing,’”’ Bowles predicts, venturing 
into economic witchcrafting, ‘‘can do for 
the country in the next 10 years what 
automobiles and electrical appliances did 
for our prosperity in the 20s.” 

In order to bring proper homes, schools, 
hospitals, etc., to Connecticut, Gov. Bowles 
has proposed a thorough reorganization of 
the state government, a “streamlining” to 
eliminate what he calls some of the ‘“‘cock- 
eyed” features a century or more old. 

There are 169 cities and towns in Con- 
necticut. The ancient law has it that any 
city or town incorporated before 1850 is 
entitled to two members in the State House 
of Representatives; after 1850, one member. 
A result is that the capital city of Hartford, 
population 250,000, and the escapable town 
of Union, population 550, each has the same 
number of representatives, two each. 

Hartford, Bridgeport and New Haven, 
comprising one-third of the ‘population of 
Connecticut, have only six representatives 
out of a total of 272.

But he believes in the inevitability of 
change, of progress. He believes that chang- 
ing conditions require changes in the tech- 
nique of government to accommodate the 
will for progress. Otherwise, he warns, 
there will be revolt. 


Hears of Stock Brokers 


Who Would “Punish Truman.” 

How foolish can the tired old Tories get? 
Mr. Bowles wants to know. 

Through his New England connections, he 
hears of Boston stock brokers who are ad- 
vising their clients to liquidate their invest- 
ments “to punish Truman” and to show 
“that man in the White House’’ he has no 
mandate from them. 

Shaking his large head sadly, Bowles ob- 
serves that those who talk free enterprise 
don't always practice it. He notes that so- 
called “risk”? capital is not being risked as 
it was in the pioneer days when railroads 
were being built from coast to coast and the 
continent was being developed generally. He 
concludes that the heirs of “risk” capitalists 
have grown timid and are afraid to take 
their chances though still clamoring for the 
high returns that “risk” capital provided. 

And, says Yankee Bowles, the more timid 
these heirs grow in providing capital, the 
more urgent it becomes for the Government 
to step in and provide decent housing and 
the many other necessities of which the mil- 
lions stand so much in need.

OMPULSORY health insurance, the sub- 
Cie of much debate in this country at 

present, is a two-and-a-half-year-old re- 
ality in the Canadian Province of Saskatche- 
wan. In that time, the term “socialized 
medicine” has been translated from theory 
into full hospital and medical care for $25 
a year, with the cost rising to a maximum of 
$65 a year for a family of four. And even 
though current Administration proposals 
bear no marked resemblance to the Sas- 
katchewan system, some points in the Cana- 
dian experiment lend themselves to com- 
parison. 

For one thing, the Canadian experiment 
has resulted in more than low-cost medical 
care. The program was set up in the face 
of bitter opposition of the type now being 
waged against the United States proposal 
by the American Medical Association. 

Its performance appears to have stilled 
- all but a handful of critics. 

Credit for this development is due in 
large part to a longtime resident of this 
country, Dr. Henry E. Sigerist, who was 
for many years professor of medical history 
at Johns Hopkins University. - In 1944, Dr. 
Sigerist headed a commission which studied 
the health situation in Saskatchewan and 
made recommendgtions which were later in- 
corporated into the provincial health code. 


Sigerist and his associates realized that 
though a Socialist government was in of- 
fice, most of the people in the province 
did not regard themselves as Socialists 
and would, moreover, be suspicious of any 
plan smacking of state contro! or regimen- 
tation. The Sigerist plan, accordingly, 
was designed to be controlled at the grass 
roots level so far as possible and the 
whole field of health care subdivided to 

' provide a flexible program with the maxi- 
mum amount of local autonomy. 

On a working basis, one phase of the Sas- 
katchewan program provides full hospital- 
ization to all residents of the province at 
a cost of $10 a year. The other phase, 
restricted at present to residents of Health 
Region No. 1, provides complete medical 
care for $15. 

In breaking down responsibilities for vari-

But Connecticut’s House consists of 92 
Democrats and 180 Republicans, though 
the 92 represent twice as many people as 
the 180. 

Did somebody say “Cockeyed”? 

With the confidence born of a successful 
career as advertising genius, intermittent 
idealist, and potential two-term Governor, 
Chet Bowles has hopes he may be able to 
persuade his loyal opposition that the al- 
ternative to radicalism, to revolt even, must 
be something a trifle more inviting than 
hardshell reaction. 

Meanwhile, Gov. Bowles is looking around 
his office with a view to redecoration. 

In a place of honor Connecticut’s Gover- 
nor will erect a Franklin Roosevelt portrait; 
he already has an autographed Truman por- 
trait. He will leave intact a likeness of 
Gideon Welles, the statesman of the Civil

ous health services it was decided that hos- 
pital care was a provincial matter rather 
than one for local authorities. As a re- 
sult, when the hospital insurance scheme 
went into effect in 1947 the Government 
assumed the responsibility of administering 
the program and undertook at the same 
time to make financial grants to municipali- 
ties building new hospitals. 

The program provides unlimited hos- 
pitalization, with operating and delivery 
room care and standard medication. The 
fee, originally $5 a year, was increased 
later to $10 and rises to a maximum of 
$30 for a family of four. 

Medical care was a different, and poten- 
tially more explosive, field and the decision 
was to provide the greatest possible amount 
of local option. The province was divided 
into 14 districts and residents of each were 
offered a two-point program. One point 
provided a preventive public health service, 
administered and largely financed by the 
province. This phase of the program was 
mandatory when a majority in a district 
petitioned the Government to set up a for- 
mal health fegion. 

Most of the preventive health program 
falls in the accustomed public health field 
and provides sanitary inspections, super- 
vision of communicable diseases and im- 
munization clinics for children. Some in- 
novations in the field are the free dental 
care for children up to 16 years old in 
Health Region No. 1, the mental health and 
hygiene program in one of the other regions 
and the nutritional studies among children 
in still another unit. 

The second point in the program offered 
local regions was concerned with prepaid 
medical care, financed largely and admin- 
istered entirely within the region. The med- 
ical program, too, could be set up only after 
petition to the Government, with the further 
provision that the preventive program al- 
ready be in effect. 

To date, only one of the 14 districts, 
Health Region No. 1, has embarked on the 
full program. The 50,000 persons in-that 
region pay fees which range from $15 a 
year for a single person to the maximum of 
$35 for a family of four. This revenue is 
augmented by a land tax of 2 cents on each 
$100 of assessed valuation. Benefits run

To Curtail Production Shown 


I. Practices Most Prevalent in Transportation, Building Con- 
struction and Amusement Field — Object Is to Spread 
Employment— Many Unions, However, Now See That 
Greater Output Is Necessary for Higher Wages.

nuts and netting enough fish. 


But if the fishermen decided to reduce 

the size of their nets so that they could be 
handled .with less effort, and the coconut 
gatherers decided not to climb trees higher 
than 12 feet, there would be fewer coco- 
nuts, fewer fish; and all would suffer. An 
economy of abundance would be transformed 
into an economy of scarcity. 
It is a far cry from that imaginary island 
with its rudimentary division of labor to the 
complexities of a modern industrial system 
of capitalists, managers and workers, but 
not too far to draw an analogy. The needs 
of modern society are still best met when 
there is maximum production of the modern 
equivalents of coconuts. and fish. When 
there is an artificial curtailment of that 
production someone suffers, and, in the end, 
all suffer. 

There is such an artificial curtailment 
of production in contemporary society. 
One form of it is known as “feather- 
bedding,”’ and it is with this that this 
article is concerned. Featherbedding oc- 
curs when. individually, or in concert 
through union rules and regulations, the 

output of workers is restricted below the 
capacity of their normal efforts or when 
their employment at non-productive jobs 
is required. In its most undisguised form it 
is compelling the employment of standby 
crews—men who stand by and get paid 
although others do the work, and get paid. 

In justice, another form of artificially re- 
stricting output should be mentioned, It has 
not been distinguished by the coining of such 
a picturesque term as featherbedding, but it 
might be described as feathering the profit 
nest. In its.most undisguised aspect it con- 
sists of laying off workers and reducing 
production to maintain prices and profit 
levels instead of reducing profits and prices 
to maintain production. In another form it 
consists of withholding capital from produc- 
tive enterprise to create a sellers’ market 
in which scarce supply leads to increased 
prices and profits. 


Measuring Productivity 
By Observing in Factories. 


To develop an acceptable standard of 
measuring the productivity of modern in- 
dustry, the Bureau of Labor Statistics has 
undertaken a little-publicized study, send- 
ing its economists into the field to observe 
production at the plant level. The: goal is 
to assemble, within the next year or so, the 
data necessary to determine how efficiently 
our industrial plant is producing, and to dis- 
cover the methods and procedures through 
which these data can be used from year to 
year to indicate accurately the trend. 

The historical trend is well known, even 
though the basic data from which it is de- 


‘little’: more than 18 months. After survey- 


veloped is none too adequate. Over the 


the gamut of medical care: from calls at a

It had been predicted, as is being done now | 
in this country, that persons determined to | 
get their money's worth out of “free” medi- | 
cine would wreck the program by forcing | 
doctors to: render services on an assembly | 
line basis. Experience punctured the pre- | 
dictions. 

Insured persons, it developed, were inter- | 
ested in insurance, not in beirg sick. Med- 
ical men, whose co-operation would be re- 
quired in any wrecking program, recog- 
nized the ethical point involved and main- 
tained fully the high standards of their pro- 
fession. | 

To medical men the new system 
brought only one significant change: All 
their bilis were paid. They submitted 
their bills to the regional health board, 
which is made up of representatives of 
local municipal governments, and were 
paid on a fee-for-service basis. 

Despite the general approval of the two 
programs some criticism is still being voiced, 
although it may be significant that many 
critics of the medical program are doctors 
who do not practice under it. In this re- 
spect, Dr. G. G. Ferguson, registrar of the 
Saskatchewan College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, has said: | 

“I know the people are satisfied and I 
know the doctors are content.” How- 
ever, he adds, “the rest of the physicians 
in the province are watching with great 
interest bu‘ all have an instinctive dis- 
like or lack of faith in the plan.”

years, productivity in the United States, 
measured in terms of man-hours expended 
on manufacture of one production unit, has 
increased about 3 per cent a ‘Year. For 
example, at the time of the Civil War, it 
took a shoemaker 18 hours to produce one 
pair of shoes. Now it takes a worker in a 
modern shoe factory less than one hour to 
make.a better pair of shoes. 

So far BLS has completed studies in the 
manufacture of footwear, men’s shirts, leath- 
er, fertilizer, industrial equipment, con- 
struction machinery tools and soap. This 
scattering, of course, is not adequate to pro- 
vide a cross section of the economy. More 
than 30 additional industries are scheduled 
for study before a composite index can be 
attempted. 

The composite index used heretofore was 
based on employment data gathered by the 
Labor Department and production data 
gathered by the Commerce Department 
through the biennial census of manufactur- 
ers, but the war interrupted the census of 
manufacturers. None was taken between 
1939 and 1947 and the 1947 data is still 
being processed so that the last over-all in- 
dex of productivity for industry remains 
that of 1939. 

There is, however, as a result of pri- 
vate studies and sample investigations of 
particular industries, some reason to be- 
lieve that in the last decade the steady 
expansion of productivity has been inter- 
rupted. In some industries there have 
been declines; in others less rapid ex- 
pansion than the historical trend would 
indicate as probable. 

Many factors contribute to this. Although 
productivity is commonly measured in terms 
of man-hours per unit of product, or labor 
cost per unit of product, efficiency of the 
worker is but one element of the result. 
Another is the efficiency of the industrial 
machinery with which he works. Changes 
in design or quality; the flow of materials 
and supplies; the organization of work, the 
indirect labor costs which are represented 
in overhead expenses, dnd many other fac- 
tors affect the productivity index. 

Featherbedding practices are most preva- 
lent in such industries as railroad transpor- 
tation, building construction, and in the 
amusement field. Sometimes they are writ- 
ten into union contracts; more often they 
are imposed informally Jy custom or tradi- 
tion. Most frequently they are local in ap- 
plication, so that it is difficult to collate 
such information as is available on the sub- 
ject to determine its impact on the national 
economy. 

The working rules of the railroad brother- 
hoods, a recurring source of friction in col- 
lective bargaining, encompass many prac- 
tices which are regarded as featherbedding.

“Here is a successful experiment in the 
large-scale provision of medical care, 
courageously applied, efficiently managed 
and remarkably free from any attempts to 
make the facts fit preconceived ideas, 
financial or otherwise . . .

In addition to 
men have no direct voice in the regional 
administration, he expressed the belief that 
there would be a tendency toward central- 
ization of administration in the provincial 
health department as other regions were 
set up. 

The financial burden was regarded as an- 
other source of potential trouble. No major 
difficulties had been encountered by the 
health region in its first year.

Of more immediate concern is the seri- 
ous shortage of doctors, dentists, nurses 
and other technical personnel. Six other 
Health Regions have been set up since 
the first unit was established and filling

service imposed a severe strain on the 
pool of available workers. 

One step toward answcring the growing 
need for doctors and nurses will be taken 
this fall when a new hospital is opened at 
the University of Saskatchewan and the uni- 
versity’s medical course expanded from a

Building Trades ‘Slowdown’ 


NSTANCES of featherbedding cited 
[= testimony before a joint congres- 

sional committee last year included 
statements that: 

Construction of a house required 
2000 man-hours, compared with 
1300 to 1400 before the war. 

Production of 1000 feet of hard- 
wood flooring required 30 man- 
hours, compared with 27 in 1935. 

Tile setters handled 100 to 125 
square feet a day before the war; 70 
square feet a day after the war. 

Plumbers took seven days to 
“rough in’? the standard four fix- 
tures in an average house although 
the work could be done in three and 
a half days. 

Carpenters hung five or six doors 
a day, instead of the prewar dozen. 


One stems from the dual system of comput- 
ing pay for those in train service, by the 
miles and by the hour, whichever is greater. 
In freight service 100 miles is considered a 
day’s work; in passenger service, 150 miles. 
These figures were set long ago before the 
advent of high speed train and the result 
is now, for instance, that an engineer oper- 
ating between New York and Washington, 
a distance of 221 miles, may make the jour- 
ney in a little over four hours, but get a 
little more than two days’ pay for it. 
Some of the railroad working rules are 
intended to be punitive in effect; that is, it 
is not contemplated that the money will be 
paid generally, but that the roads will 
adopt procedures that will avoid the neces- 
sity for payment. This is true, for instance, 
of rules which require that a crew in road 
service must be paid for an additional day 
if it performs any yard or switching service. 
The intent is to divide the work and assure 
employment of crews in switching service, 
but the effect often is to require the pay- 
ment of an extra full day’s pay for a few 
minutes of work, plus the payment to a 
switching crew for work not performed. 


Argue Featherbedding 
Promotes Railroad Safety. 


Some railroad featherbedding practices 
have been written into statutes. Many states 
have “full crew laws,’ which specify how 
many crew members must be employed for 
trains of various lengths and some states 
have by law limited the length of trains. 

The argument i made in justification of 
such laws that they promote safety. This is 
a factor for consideration by legislatures, 
but it is true also that the effect of such 
laws is often to spread the work and re- 
quire the employment of unnecessary men. 

The deceptiveness of productivity figures 


as an index of worker efficiency is nowhere 
better illustrated than in the data for rail- 
roads. Many of their most efficient workers 
were in uniform during the war, but the 
maximum use of equipment made necessary 
by the demands of wartime transportation 
caused the productivity index figure to jump 
50 per cent from 1939 to 1944, With the 
postwar decline in freight and passenger 
traffic there was a corresponding decline 
in productivity so that the 1947 index figure 
showed an increase of only 35 per cent, 
compared with 1939. 

In the Eightieth Congress a Joint Senate- 
House Committee on Housing which studied 
causes of the housing shortage, devoted one 
section of its report to testimony it had 
heard about declining productivity of labor 
in the building industry. 

“A fifty per cent reduction in efficiency, 
which is the situation that exists today with 
brick masons and some otheys, contributes 
to increased costs of construction in the 
same degree as 100 per cent increase in the 
wage scale,”’ the report said. 

Senator Joseph R. McCarthy, vice chair- 
man of the committee, in a personal report, 
said it was clear that “decreased produc- 
tivity in the building trades would appear 
to be no greater than in any other line of 
work.” He concluded that “people simply 
are not working as hard or as long as they 
did in the war period.” 

In testimony before the committee Riche 
ard L. Gray, president of the AFL Build- 
ing Trades Department, took cognizance of 
reports of featherbedding in the industry, 
agreeing that it was sometimes practiced, 
but arguing that reports often were exag- 
gerated.

Local Union, Regulations 
May Restrict Men’s Output. 


Gray undertook to refute certain charges 
repeated against the building trades unions, 
One was that the unions refused to permit 
the use of spray guns instead of brushes in 
house painting. He said the International 
Brotherhood of Painters had studied the 
question and developed a program which 
would permit use of these guns when they 
met safety standards and when spray ma- 
chine opefators were granted rest periods. 
and shorter hours. 3 

The Bricklayers Union, Gray said, had not 
and could not make any rule limiting the 
performance of its members on the job. The 
number of brick that could be laid by a 
competent man in one day was conditioned 
by many factors, he added, including the 
degree of his skill, the supply of materials, 
and the type of construction, whether 
straight and solid, or with, turns, openings 
and corners. 

Gray was talking primarily about inter- 
national. unions and formal rules. There 
are, however, local unions, and informal 
rules which restrict output, the practices 
varying from city to city. 

In New York, steamfitters have required 
that radiator sections be cut and fitted on 
the job. Milwaukee contractors have in- 
sisted that all hardware be installed on the 
job. In Boston plasterers’ mortar boards 
cannot be loaded on wheelbarrows. 

In some ‘tities the use of ready-mixed 
concrete is prohibited. In others, glazers 
insist that factory-glazed windows be re-

One would be consid- 
ered out of his senses to attach blame 
and responsibility to all Anglo-Saxons 
because of the presence in their midst 
of the Sikeses, Steerforths, Heeps and 
and others, 

Not so is the case with minorities, and 
especially those minorities that have 
been the victims of centuries of cruel 
mistreatment. Fagin, Shylock and other 
black sheep in the Jewish family are 
taken by the average reader as embody- 
ing the inherent characteristics of all 
the Jewish people. 

And the result? More food for the 
insatiable beast of anti-Semitism that, 
like a cancer, has been eating at the 
vitals of the human family for long, 
dark centuries of massacres, persecu- 
tions and horrible sufferings. :

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A Hard Choice 

The Truman Administration confronts one of 
the hardest congressional choices ever faced by 
a party in power in Washington. It has to decide 
whether to slug out the filibuster fight to the 
end or to retreat from that bitter field, at this 
time at least, in order to move on toward other 
and more pressing gosts. 

After the double defeat, each on a vote of 
46 Senators against the Administration to 41 in 
favor of it, the majority leaders first consid- 
ered giving up the filibuster fight altogether. 
Then they conferred and announced that the 
Administration Democrats would go on, for the 
time being, in their effort to change the rules 
so that debate could be limited by majority vote. 
Now there is talk of a compromise. 

This uncertainty reflects the dilemma, name- 
ly: which is the better course, all-out battle or 
conciliation? Which will get the Administration 
farther along the road to the enactment of the 
major items in its program? If this weighs the 
alternatives in terms of expediency, it is expedi- 
ency which is fully justified now that the Ad- 
ministration has shown its earnestness by a two- 
week fight against the Senate filibusterers. 


To slug out the filibuster, Majority Leader 
Lucas would need to schedule night sessions. 
The Dixiecrats would then be put to keeping a 
succession of time-consumers going continuous- 
ly until one side or the other gave in on the 
move to change the rules. How long that would 
take no one can tell. 

If the Administration should carry such a 
fight it would win a great victory. The wings 
of the filibusterer would be clipped for future 
Congresses as well. But if the Administration 
did not win, it would have increased the bit- 
terness and at the same time displayed an ele- 
ment of weakness. It would be in a less favor- 
able position to press ahead on rent control, min- 
imum wage, social security extension and oth- 
er urgent parts of its program. Some parts, rent 
control, for example, might meantime be irre- 
trievably lost. , 

But if the Administration does withdraw from 
the filibuster fight at this time, it should make 
clear that this is not unconditional surrender. 
The Southern minority which has tied up legisla- 
tion is not the Senate, to say nothing of the en- 
tire nation. 

If that is the course decided on, then the Ad- 
ministration’s strategy would divide into three 
main phases: first, to enact the basic legislative 
program; second, to amend the rules so that a 
majority can bring about a vote after fair and 
reasonable debate; and, third, to take up the 
civil rights program. 

This is a decision for the Democratic parlia- 
mentarians—for Vice President Barkley, Major- 
ity Leader Lucas, Senators Myers and McGrath 
and the other party leaders. They are caught 
in a squeeze executed jointly by the Republicans 
and the Southern Democrats—a maneuver that 
is even less credit to the G.O.P., which pro- 
fesses devotion to civil rights, than to the racial- 
ly prejudiced Dixiecrats. 

In such a plight, the Administration is en- 
titled to a generous public opinion. The Admin- 
istration is right on all these counts. The ques- 
tion is: How to make that right prevail? 
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For a Safer St. Louis 


Electrically operated automatic warning sig- 
nals and traffic gates have been ordered by the 
Missouri Public Service Commission for six 
crossings of the Terminal Railroad’s tracks along 
McKissock avenue, on the riverfront. This order 
suggests that there doubtless are other crossings 
within the city which should be protected by 
automatic signals until they can be eliminated 
by grade separation. Fortunately, at Mayor 
Kaufmann’s direction, the City Hall now is mak- 
ing a complete inventory of grade crossings in 
St. Louis and the relative hazards at each. The 
sooner this study is finished, the quicker a pro- 
gram for grade crossing safety can be prepared 
for the people of this city—and their visitors. 
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The Money in Slot-Machines 


Perhaps it’s not red hot news ‘that the slot- 
machine racket is big business. Still, the Cali- 
fornia Commission on Organized Crime has per- 
formed a first class public service by showing 
how big the take of the one-armed bandits really 
is, and how much of it is used to corrupt public 
officials. 

The news that the national slot-machine or- 
ganization takes in more than two billion dollars 
a year and that about $400,000,000 of this is 
paid out in bribes ought to arouse enough pub- 
lic indignation to end the racket everywhere. 


Can there be greater disdain for the law than 
that which, according to the commission, was 
shown by the Coin Machine Institute when it 
held a seminar in Chicago on “the best ways of 
paying graft to law enforcement authorities,” 
whether by periodic payment of a flat sum, by 
cutting them in for a percentage of the profits, 
or by campaign contributions? Can there be 
greater effrontery than the Institute’s ‘frank 
boast that it “has a pipeline into every state 
capitol, as well as the national capitol?” 

That boast may be discounted somewhat. Still, 
the Post-Dispatch’s investigations in Illinois and 
earlier stories about members of the Capone syn- 
dicate have shown beyond doubt that it cannot 
be shrugged off. The trail seems always to lead 
to the “big boss,” Frank Costello of New York, 
or to the Capone syndicate of Chicago. The two 
apparently have a working agreement. So far as 
Missouri is concerned, their chiefs may be be- 
yond reach. But there are slot machines in this 
state which can be reached. 

Only the other day a Jefferson City corre- 
spondent of this paper cited cases in Excelsior 
Springs and Carthage. We would be surprised 
if they are the only ones. Gov. Smith says he has 
written to the sheriff of Clay County for a state- 
ment on the situation. That seems about the 
least he could do. 

The Governor should know that there were 
Missouri hoodlums at the Coin Machine Insti- 
tute meeting in Chicago where an “opening 
wedge” in this area was discussed. He should 
know, too, that the slot-machine people also are 
interested in racing bets and other forms of 
commercialized gambling, in dope-peddling and 
sometimes in murder. 


There has been evidence enough that the big 


operators are willing to move slowly—to throw 
off suspicion. Their first move usually is to 
intimidate local operators and to take over their 
activities. After that they are willing to take 
Costello’s advice: “If you can get handbooks 
operating, don’t rush it—infiltrate, take your 
time. If possible, get bingo started, then ease 
in with slot-machines. But don’t start wide-open 
operations with crap games.” 

St. Louis already has seen the old Bev Brown- 
Gully Owen race wire service taken over by the 
Capone syndicate. Kansas City has seen the rise 
of Charles Binaggio, a representative of the 


Capone crowd. Jefferson City has seen, him 
flagrantly participating in a Democratic party 
caucus. Missourians ‘know that the gamblers 
have carved the state into “territories.” In view 
of all the ugly rumors that gamblers supported 
his campaign, the Governor certainly should want 
to nip this sinister development in its slot-ma- 
chine stage.

Tax Collector’s Disappointment 

As a revenue-producer, the 1946 intangibles 
tax law is a disappointment. This measure, cov- 
ering money on deposit, bonds, mortgages, notes 
and the like, was adopted in compliance with 
the 1945 State Constitution. It bases the tax 
on the return from such investments instead of 
on their face value. 

Both in the constitutional convention and in 
the Legislature, there were high promises that 
this change would greatly increase revenues 
from this source. Individuals were reluctant, it 
was said, to report their. ownership of, for 
example, bonds with a yield lower than the old 
tax rate. But they would not be tempted, so the 
argument ran on, to evade a tax on the yield. 


Things have not worked out that way. An 
income of at least $2,250,000 from the intangi- 
bles tax was predicted in 1946, but actually it 
has turned out to be only about a quarter of 
that sum. So Representative Cecil Taylor’s 
House Committee on Taxation and Revenue has 
recommended an increase from 4 to 8 per cent 
in the intangibles tax rate. ; 

Maybe that is a way to make this levy yteld 
more money, or maybe it is a way to drive even 
more intangibles into hiding. Be that as it may, 
it is hardly the fair approach to the problem. 
It would simply collect twice as much from 
those who honestly report their holdings. It 
would not reach the tax-dodgers at all. 


And, on the face of things, it looks as if there 
were quite a bit of tax-dodging in this field. 
If the tax yield truly represents the intangible 
wealth in Missouri, then its citizens are consid- 
erably more impoverished than a goodly number 
of them seem to be. 

As a matter of fact, R. V. Fizzell of the Kan- 
sas City Chamber of Commerce and Victor 
Brannon of the St. Louis Governmental Re- 
search Institute both told the legislators that 
the revenue from intangibles could be sharply 
increased by stronger enforcement of the law. 
In doing so, they suggested the line which the 
legislators really ought to follow. Let the men 
in Jefferson City find out how and to what 
extent this tax is being evaded. 

Even such a legislative investigation may not 
be necessary. If the State Department of Reve- 
nue wants to be truly effective, it can check 
its records to find who has and who has not 


filed an intangibles tax return. 


The results of such a survey might be very 
illuminating.

The Chicago 
Tribune loves the English so little that it long 
ago vowed to expunge British spellings and de- 
vote its considerable energies to creating an 
American language with words like “thoro”’ and 
“grafic” and “frate.” 

Though it very nearly came to pass, the thought 
of Col. McCormick waking one morning to find 
himself the cultural missionary of a British and 
Socialist Government is too painful even for 
imagining. 
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Good Beginning 

In retaining Chief Jeremiah O'Connell, the 
new Police Board has made a good beginning. 
This speaks louder than the pledge ‘“‘to give to 
St. Louis a police department it will be proud 
of.” The action lends meaning to the words. 
Chief O’Connell has become a symbol of diligent 
law enforcement.” So long as he and his men 
are given a free hand to do their duty, St. Louis- 
ans will be inclined to believe that the board 
is trying as well as it can to do its duty, too. 

The circumstances under which Board Presi- 
dent William L. Holzhausen and his three asso- 
ciates, Maurice G. Roberts, Daniel G. Church 
and Charles H. Ostertag, were appointed and 
confirmed were anything but reassuring. So it 
would be less than honest not to say that this 
board will be under the close scrutiny of the 
community. 

A special watch will be kept for demotions 
and shifts in the personnel of the force. It is 
known that State Senator Edward J. (Jellyroll) 
Hogan is working for the removal of Chief 
O’Connell, Inspector Curtis Brostrom and other 
key officers. It is also known that such remov- 
als would be a green light for gamblers and 
other underworld characters to regard St. Louis 
as wide-open. 

The Police Board, however, can be the biggest 
disappointment in the lives of these racketeers 
and hoodlums. It can, as it promises to do, “see 
that all the laws of the state and the city are 
rigidly enforced.” It will write its own record. 
If it continues as it has started, that will be a 
good record. The people of St. Louis will be 
watching the record as it is written. 
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One Dissenter in 39 

It was gratifying a-few days ago to salute 
Illinois State Representative James Gray of East 
St. Louis for having the stamina to rise on his 
feet and oppose the hysterical Red inquiry into 
the University of Chicago and Roosevelt Col- 
lege. Mr. Gray has a companion in the Legisla- 
ture in Springfield if not in his chamber. His 
companion is State Senator A. L. Marovitz, Chi- 
cago Democrat, who cast the lone vote against 
38 of his senatorial colleagues on the resolution. 

Can Senator Marovitz’s motives be questioned 
when he says that the inquiry sets a “danger- 
ous precedent” and is a “threat to freedom of 
speech”? Hardly.’ A native of Wisconsin, a 
former Assistant State’s Attorney of Cook 
County, Senator Marovitz waived legislative de- 
ferment and enlisted at the age of 38, as a 


private in the Marine Corps early in 1943. He 


took part in four major battles in the South 
Pacific and was discharged as a sergeant major, 
the highest of non-commissioned ratings. The 
most :confirmed Communist-hunter would find 
it hard to raise doubts about a citizen with that 
kind of record in World War IL. 
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Can Censorship Protect Minorities? 


The Rev. John Haynes Holmes, Board Chairman of the American Civil 
Liberties Union, in the Saturday Review of Literature 


A serious situation is arising in the field 
of civil liberties, through the current at- 
tempt of well-organized pressure groups to 
suppress the presentation of material in 
theaters, movies, and radio which seems to 
be offensive to their feelings or dangerous 
to their interests. 

The case of Shakespeare’s “The Mer- 
chant of Venice” is much to the point. 
Some years ago Jew- 
ish individuals and 
groups began to ob- 
ject to the presenta- 
tion of this great 
play upon the stage, 
or even to the study 
of its pages by boys 
and girls in high 
school or college. 

The reason for this 
action is, of course, 

Shylock, a Jew, not 

a very pleasant Jew, Charles Dickens 

in fact a villain, rather a magnificent 
Villain. To exhibit this character, it is 
argued, is to defame the Jews. 


But does it? Are people generally so 
stupid as ‘to transform a single personality 
into a general type? If so, then Italians 
must object, in sheer self-defense, to Iago, 
and Englishmen to Falstaff. 


Now It’s Fagin 


What was begun with “The Merchant of 
Venice” has now been continued with Dick- 
ens’ “Oliver Twist.” An English version 
of this famous story has been made into 
@ movie, and now has been refused en- 
trance into this country because of the 
protests of Jews. 


The trouble in this instance, of course, is 
Fagin, unmistakably a Jew, and an ugly 
Jew at that. But if all Jews are going to 
rise up against Dickens’ novel because of 
Fagin, why should not all Englishmen rise 
up against the book because of Bill Sikes? 

The latest victim, a kind of reductio 
ad absurdum, is Scott’s “Ivanhoe,” a mam- 
moth movie production now in preparation. 
Rumors come from Hollywood that already 
Jewish opposition is threatening this film. 
Objection must center about Isaac of York 
and his daughter, Rebecca, but it seems 
incredible that this can be true. For Isaac, 
as I remember him, is a heroic character. 

As for Rebecca, she is the real heroine of 
the story. There is not a trace of offense 
in this book. 

Other instances of what may not inac- 
curately be called unofficial censorship, 
suppression by terrorization, are easily 
available. A recent one is the exclusion 
of the weekly magazine The Nation from 
the public schools of New York City, at the 
instance of the Roman Cathelic Church. 


Fear of Persecution / 


The organization of the Legion of Decen- 
cy, so-called, and its quiet but nonetheless 
effective work behind the scenes in Holly- 
wood, is a conspicuous, and today perhaps 
the most impressive, illustration of what 
I mean by unofficial group censorship. 

What these minority groups are afraid 
of, in such cases as I have cited, is preju- 
dice and persecution which they should not 
in decency be asked to endure. 

Returning to the opposition of Jewish 
people to “The Merchant: of Venice,” on 
grounds that it is defamatory and anti- 
Semitic, I am inclined to believe they are 


unduly sensitive. I saw Henry Irving, years 


re 
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ago, play the greatest of Shylocks. His in- 
terpretation of the character was along 
heroic and tragic lines. I recall how out- 
raged I was by the elopement of Jessica, 
daughter of Shylock, and by her stealing 
of her father’s jewels. In the trial scene 
my pity was all for the Jew in the hands 
of his persecutors. I was profoundly moved 
by the famous “hath not a Jew eyes” 
speech, the noblest statement in our lit- 
erature of the Jew’s case. 


From Pity to Tyranny 


No anti-Semitism or other wickedness ap- 
pears in these masterpieces of fictional or 
dramatic art. In the case of Negroes and 
Catholics, as little as of Jews, great writers 
are not concerned, in any spirit of evil 


delight or intent, with prejudice against _ 


their fellow-beings. They treat these groups, 
in other words, just as they treat the rest 
of the human race—as complexes of flesh 
and spirit, to be presented without apology 
or reproach. 

In the natural course of events, this im- 
pact of interpretation and criticism will 
fall now and then upon more or less help- 
less minority groups, who, goaded to des- 
peration, will feverishly demand protection. 
If granted out of respect or pity, and some 
form of censorship established, then the 
flood of tyranny is loose. 

Suppression never intended or imagined 
in the beginning becomes in the end in- 
evitable. An endless chain of dictatorship 
is suddenly unwound, and entwines in its 
fetters all the operations of the mind. 


“The proper study of mankind is man,” 
wrote Alexander Pope. But this study can- 
not be carried on with any success, if 
branch after branch of the human family 
is to be lopped off from consideration. 


And never, under any circumstances, if 
it is agreed that no weak or wicked char- 
acter is ever to be identifiable as belong- 
ing to any particular class or clan of 
humans! Right at that point would free- 
dom end. 


Free Speech for All 


For aljl this, in the last analysis, is only 
the old familiar question of liberty. Shall 
a man be free to speak and publish his 
ideas, however disagreeable or even dan- 
gerous they may appear to be? Shall oth- 
er men be free to hear these ideas in their 
own inquiry after truth, or perhaps in curi- 
ous interest in the fallacies and fantasies 
of the human mind? Or shall we turn to 
censorship, and dictate what men shall or 
shall not think and speak ? 

To the true libertarian, who trusts in 
the essential integrity of human nature and 
the well-tried processes of democracy. the 
challenge is easy. He will not resort to 
censorship under any circumstances. 


But does this mean that men are to “> 
nothing when thcy are viciously mr’ -pre- 
sented or cruelly attacked? Are they to 
stand helpless against slander, false wit- 
ness, and all untruth? 

Instead of outlawing serious literary and 
dramatic works in which offensive or care- 
less material appears, let the sensitively 
maimed rise up and protest. In a country 
such as ours, the very atmosphere is hos- 
pitable to truth. Platform, pulpit, and 
printing press are everywhere available to 
reach © -d educate the public mind. 


It is all a matter of confronting error 
with truth.

“The great strength of the 
Teamsters’ union,” Beck said, “is 
that it spreads itself across every 
industry.

Victor Raul Haya de la Torre, a 
highly educated intellectual from 
an old Spanish family. About the 
time of the first World War, Haya 
de la Torre organized hundreds of 
thousands of urban workers and 
cholos into a political and social 
movement called APRA, the ini- 
trials for Alianza Popular Revolu- 
cionaria Americana. More recent- 
ly the name was officially changed 
to Partido del Pueblo, or Party 
of the People, although it still is 
popularly known as APRA, or the 
Aprista Movement. 

For 20 years APRA was anti- 
foreign, anti-Yankee, and as left- 
ist in its doctrines as Russian Bol- 
shevism. Its activities were often 
marked by violence. Its leaders 
were subjected to rigorous control 
and even persecution by the police 
and government. 

More recently it has been vocif- 
erously anti-Russian and anti- 
Communist. Haya de la Torre 
even flirted with Yankee capital- 
ism, advocated more liberal! treat- 
ment of United States investors, 
his enemies say, “for his own local 
purposes.” 

At any rate, the party was 
grudgingly permitted to participate 
freely in the last elections with 
the result that the party gained 
control of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, the lower house of Congress, 
and put a formidable bloc in the 
Senate which was still controlled 
by Conservatives.

No matter what the attitude of 
the present regime toward the 
United States or the balance of

All of which is of vital im- 
portance to the United States, not 
only because of our vast invest- 
ments in the country but the 
necessity of buying many of its 
products.

The 
Supreme Court did not pass on the 
constitutionality of the law but 
held that there should be a trial 
of the facts which had been 
denied by the lower court. 

Justice Black, for the Supreme 
Court majority, put his finger on 
the difficulty which has faced all 
law-makers in their consideration 
of statutory proscription of 
featherbedding. He thought the 
difficulty not insuperable, but of- 
fered no suggestion for overcom- 
ing it. : 

“Clearer and more precise 
language might have been used 
by Congress,” the majority opin- 
fon said, “to express what is 
meant by ‘number of employes 
needed.’ But none occurs to us, 
nor has any better language 
been suggested ... Certainly, an 
employer’s statement as to the 
number of employes ‘needed’ is 
not conclusive as to that ques- 
tion. It, like the alleged wiliful- 
ness of a defendant, must be de- 
cided in the light of all the evi- 
dence.” 

The court majority conceded 
that there might be marginal 
cases in which it would be diffi- 
cult to decide on which side of 
the line a particular fact situation 
might fall, but held that it was 
judicially possible to determine 
when a person knew that he was 
willfully attempting to compel an- 
other to hire unneeded employes. 

The majority of Justices, with 
Reed speaking for himself, Mur- 
phy and Rutledge, upheld a de- 
fense contention that the statute 
was so vague it did not define a 
crime, 


“How can a man, or a jury, 
possibly know how many men are 
‘needed’ to perform actual services 
in broadcasting?” the minority 
asked. “What must the quality of 
the program be? How skillful are 
the employes in the performance 
of their task? Does one weigh 
the capacity of the employe, or 
the managerial ability of the em- 
ployer? Is the desirability of 
shorter hours to spread the work 
to be evaluated? Or is the stand- 
ard the average in take-home pay 
for overtime work?” 


The court’s decision in this case, 
in both the majority and minority 
opinions, indicates the “twilight 
zone” that has presented - 
ties in attempting to legislate 
against featherbedding. 

As recently as Dec. 31 the prob- 
lem was acknowledged, and no so- 
lution except further study recom- 
mended, by the Joint Senate- 
House Labor Management Com- 
mittee in its year-end report on 
the Taft-Hartley Act. 

Members of Congress who have 
devoted much time to labor legis- 
lation are well aware of the prob- 
lem. Senator Taft, co-author of 
the Taft-Hartley Act, told the 
writer he agreed the question was 
one which needed more study be- 
fore there could be general legis- 
lation. 


What Is Featherbedding? 

“The difficulty is in saying what 
is featherbedding,” Taft said. “Of 
course, you can take some par- 
ticular situation and say ‘thig is 
featherbedding and should not be 
permitted’ but when it comes to 
writing a law of general applica- 
tion there is always a zone where 
the decision is difficult.” 

The Taft-Hartley anti-feather- 
bedding provision was an effort 
to outlaw only those practices 
which were “in the nature of ex- 
tortion,” and it has been little

Let me try to describe M.V.D. 
methods: 

No person is ever’allowed to ap- 
pear in open court unless he has 
confessed. If the accused has not 
confessed, he never leaves the 
hands of the M.V.D. 

Only exceptionally strong na- 
tures can withstand the M.V.D. 
methods of extracting confessions. 
Ordinary mortals usually break 
down and confess anything rather 
than be subjected to more “per- 
suasions.” 

Polite Opening Gambit. 


The case always opens in the 
game way. 

An M.V.D. officer politely tells 
the accused that he has got him- 
self into a very difficult situation, 
and that he should try to extri- 
cate himself as best he can. He 
hands him a prepared confession 
for signature. 

The accused ig always told that 
his life will be spared, and that 
he will probably not suffer any 
hardship if he signs the confes- 
sion. The M.V.D. officer tries to 
persuade him that his crime is of 
no particular interest to the State 
but that it is a matter of prin- 
ciple involving higher issues. 

I know that this opening gambit 
was employed with such people as 
Bakaev, Safarov, Evdokimov, Ya- 
goda, Rvkov, Pyatakov, Tukha- 
chevsky, Yakir, and many others. 

If this method does not get the 
desired result, pressure is exer- 
cised through wives, children, and 
near relatives. The accused is 
shown photographs of his arrested 
near-ones in attitudes of terrible 
agony. If this does not get re- 
sults, he is shown his children or 
wife undergoing tortures. Very 
few people are able to resist this 
one. 

But some do. Then physical tor- 
ture is employed. 

Various methods are used, They 
differ according to where they 
take place. The Lubyanka Prison 
in Moscow is the place equipped 
with the most refined instruments. 
Places in the provinces are not 
so well equipped and the methods 
there are coarser. 

Methods of Physical Torture. 


One of the favorite methods is 
to put the accused into a kind of 
dentist’s chair, handcuffed hand 
and foot. The interrogator opens 
a small bag and takes out a collec- 
tion of small, shining, cutting in- 
struments which he puts on a 
table in front of the accused. 

After that a bandage is put 
across the man’s eyes, and the 
interrogator, after a few minutes, 
asks him whether he has changed 
his mind. If the man does not 
break down, a plank is put across 
the arms of the chair and his 
hands are tied to it. His boots 
are taken off. The interrogator 
again asks whether the man has 
changed his mind.

Stuck With Needles. 

If the-accused persists in claim- 
ing innocence or keeps silent, the 
interrogator just touches the tips 
of his fingers with a sharp in- 
strument, jokingly remarking that 
his nails are dirty and that some- 
thing ought to be done about it. 
After an interval and quite sud- 
denly, the interrogator sticks a 
needle under the man’s nail. 

His nerves being strained to 
breaking point, the man shrieks 
and then he is hit on the mouth 
by the attendant standing behind 
his chair. 

After this the bandage is taken 
off, the man is released and led 
away, the interrogator telling him 
that he will see him the next day, 


If the man does not confess in 
the meantime, the same procedure 
is adopted next day but, this time, 
the needle is used two or three 
times, sometimes under the toe- 
nails, and sometimes under the 
finger-nails. 

The following days more pins 
are used and the process varies 
until all the shining instruments 
have been tried. 

One of them is a particularly 
ghastly one; it looks like a pair 
of scissors, the blades being re- 
placed by sharp needles. The 
points are inserted under the nail 
and pried open by pressure. 

“Civilized” Procedure. 

Another method in use in 
“civilized” centers is a needle 
through which runs a high tension 
electric current. 

A simpler method which, in 
many cases, proves effective is 
to put the “patient’s” wrists into 
rigid handcuffs, with the brace- 
lets gripping some of the skin. 

This method is in use practi- 


cally everywhere except, perhaps, 
in Moscow, where it would be 
considered too crude.

This last achievement is a metal 
armchair painted bright red. The 
operator presses a lever and 
forces the bottom seat to come 
up. The bottom seat is studded 
with spikes which fit into holes 
in the real seat. Pressure on the 
lever drives the spikes into the 
body. 

The spikes are so split that 
they can be opened by pressing a 
button, which sets in motion a 
small electric motor located under 
the bottom seat.

Rewards of Productivity. 

The rewards of increased pro-

GAY, WILD AND FREE, by Maggie- 
Owen Wadelton, Bobbs-Merrill Com- 
pany, Inc., 312 pgs.; $3). 

HIS book turns out to be a 
sad disappointment, not only 
for what it is, but for what 
it might have been. It is a story 
of life in army camps, during 

War and peace, as it is lived by 

officers and their ladies, and it 

covers 28 years and almost as 

many camps. The writer, a 

woman of cultivation and percep- 

tion, but not much writing abil- 
ity, discovers soon after marry- 
ing a captain that officers’ pips 
do not necessarily make a gentle- 
man, and that the woman to 
whom an officer is married does 
not automatically become a lady. 


The author makes it quite 
plain what some of them are, but 
instead of having at them with 
a rapier—which is clearly indi- 
cated — she mows them down 
with a shotgun.

ficers and their ladies lived dur- 
ing peacetime. The story is 
clearly told, but it is a little sad- 
dening to think what might have 
been done with it by someone 
with a moge adroit literary gift. 


Maggie-Owen Wadelton has a 
gift for something, but it’s a 
little hard to determine what it 
is. Her writing style should be 
mentioned because it is unlike

Or ever hopes to 
encounter again. Here is a fair- 
ly typical sentence, used in de- 
scribing their quarters: “As 
there were neither chairs nor 
mirror, needs must, hosen, shoon, 
other intimate apparel were 
donned tottering from one leg to 
another.”

HE reputation of Marcel 
Preset (1871-1922) was so 

much on the rise in the 
1920s because of his then in- 
completely published masterwork 
“Remembrance of Things Past’ 
that quite understandably he has 
been bracketed with James Joyce, 
Andre Gide, and D. H. Law- 
rence as dominating the imagina~- 
tion of that time, That reputa- 
tion took a dip in the thirties, 
but the current decade’s resur- 
gence of interest in this “‘deca- 
dent neurotic’ is attested by 
such works as Harold March’s 
fine blend of criticism and biog- 
raphy, “The Two Worlds of 
Marcel Proust” (‘‘Post-Dispatch,” 
May 23, 1948), and now Miss 
Curtiss’s substantial and reveal- 
‘ing selection from Proust’s here- 
tofore untranslated six - volume 
“Correspondence Generale” and 
some letters never before pub- 
lished. 

Only a supremely confident 
eritic would call Proust the 
greatest novelist of our century, 
but only the incredibly obtuse or 
prejudiced would deny his im- 
portance among the supreme ar- 
tists in penetrating fiction. In- 
decisive, asthmatic, tainted by 
perversion, psychopathic in his 
retreat from life, Proust—even 
as his most sympathetic apprais- 
ers have remarked—was weak as 
aman.

Adventur- 
ous young America was boldly 
filling in Senator Benton’s dream 
of “‘manifest destiny.” 

In that spring of 1849 there 
began a- migration that persists 
and only now, a hundred years 
later, approaches its crest. 
Through that century men found 
a diversity of golden wealth in 
California: In the sands of 
mountain streams, in golden 
balls that grow on trees, in the 
shimmer of a million irrigation 
ditches, in sunsets off the Golden 
Gate. 

In that century, too, were 
those others who found only 
failure, poverty and early death. 

After the first decade of fev- 
erish seeking most of the ’49ers 
who liked the new - country 
settled down to find their wealth 
on the trees and in the ditches, 
to build their security in slower, 
less adventurous ways, and found 
a solid empire on 
farthest shore. 

The “Gold Rush Album,” 
edited by an incurable Cali- 
fornian, is top Californiana. With 
a text that is brief and bright, 
it offers, probably the most 
representative collection of con- 
temporary pictures of the migra- 
tion, its routes, its .people and 
their settling places ever gath- 
ered in one volume. Many of 
them are rare, all.are handsome- 
ly reproduced and well docu- 
mented. The scope and signifi- 
cane of the gold rush of 1849 
comes to no better epitome than 
in this volume.

Harks Back to Teens. 

Harking back to his teens, when 
he was a student at the Poly- 
technic Academy in Zurich, Switz- 
erland, he writes: 

“In Zurich, I had_ excellent 
teachers . . . so that I really could 
have gotten a sound mathematica] 
education. However, I worked 
most of the time in the physical 
laboratory, fascinated by the di- 
rect contact with experience. The 
balance of the time I used in the 
Main in order to study at home. 

“The fact that I neglected math- 
ematics to a certain extent had its 
cause not merely in my stronger 
interest in the natural sciences 
than in mathematics, but also in 
the following strange experience. 

“I saw that mathematics was 
split into numerous specialties, 
each of which could easily absorb 
the short lifetime granted to us. 
Consequently I saw myself in the 
position of Buridan’s ass, which 
was unable to decide upon any 
specific bundle of hay. This was 
obviously due to the fact that my 
intuition was not strong enough 
in the field of mathematics in or- 
der to differentiate clearly the 
fundamentally important, that 
which is really basic, from the rest 
of the more or less dispensable 
erudition. 

Physics and Mathematics. 

“Beyond this, however, my in- 
terest in the knowledge of nature 
was also unqualifiedly stronger; 
and it was not clear to me-as a 
student that the approach to a 


basic principles of physics is tied 
up with the most. precise mathe- 
matical methods. . 

“This dawned upon me only 
gradually after years of independ- 
ent scientific work. True enough, 
physics also was divided into 
separate fields, each of which was 
capable of devouring a short life- 
time of work without having satis- 
fied the hunger for deeper know}l- 
edge. The mass of the experien- 
tially given and of'the insufficient- 
v related was overwhelming here 

sO. 

“In this field, however, I soon 
ledrned to scent out that which 
was able to lead to fundamentals 
and to turn aside from everything 
else, from the multitude of things 
which clutter up the mind and 
divert it from the essentials. 

“The hitch in@this was, of course, 
the fact that one had to cram all 
this stuff into one’s mind for the 
examinations, whether one liked 
it or not. This coercion had such 
a deterring effect (upon me) thet 
after I had passed the final .ex- 
amination, I found the considera- 
tion ef any scientific problems 
distasteful to me for an entire 
year 

Smothering Coercion. 

“In justice I must add, however, 
that in Switzerland we had to suf- 
fer far less under such coercion, 
which smothers every truly scien- 
tific impulse, than is the case in 
many another locality. There were 
altogether only two examinations. 
Aside from these one could just 
about do as one pleased. 

“This was especially the case if 
one had a friend, as I did, who 
attended the lectures regularly 
and who worked over their con- 
tents conscientiously. This gave 
one freedom in the choice of pur- 
suits until a few months before 
the examination, a freedom which 
I enjoyed to a great extent and 
have gladly taken into the bargain 
the bad conscience connected with 
it as by far the lesser evil. 

“It is, in fact, nothing short of 
,a@ miraclé that the modern meth- 
‘ods of instruction have not yet 
entirely strangled the holy curios- 
ity of inquiry; for this delicate lit- 
tle plant, aside from stimulation, 
stands mainly in need of freedom. 
Without this it goes to wreck (sic) 
and ruin without fail. 

Compulsory Learning. 

“It is a very grave mistake to 
think that the enjoyment of see- 
ing and searching can be pro- 
moted by means of coercion and 
a sense of duty. To the contrary, 
I believe that it would be possible 
to rob even a healthy beast of prey 
of its voraciousness, if it were 
possible, with the aid of a whip, 
to force the beast to devour con- 
tinuously, even when not hungry, 
especially if the food handed out 
under such coercion were to be 
selected accordingly.” 

Einstein wrote his autobiogra- 
phy—the only one he has done— 
in the winter of 1946-47. He penned 
it in longhand. He began: 

“Here I sit in order to write, 
at the age of 67, something like 
my own obituary.” 

Dr. Schilpp, author and profes- 
sor of philosophy at Northwestern 
University, now is translating the 
manuscript from German. 

The volume on Einstein will be 
the seventh in the series, “The 
Library of Living Philosophers,” 
edited by Dr. Schilpp. It will in- 
clude the autobiography, critical 
essays on LHinstein’s work and 
ideas, and Einstein’s reply to the 
critics.

NEW YORK, March 12 (AP)— 
George V. Allen, Assistant Secre-

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‘MURDER, INC., ‘ENFORCEMENT 


ARM’ OF GAMBLING EMPIRE 


Crime Board Says ‘Combination’ Has Seized 
Control of Slot Machine, Narcotics 
and Race Wire Syndicates.

Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 12— 
Murder, Inc., a‘ notorious ring of 
professional assassins, Was de- 
scribed today by the California 
Commission on Organized Crime 
as “the enforcement arm” of a 
gigantic underworld combination 
which has forcibly seized virtually 
complete nation-wide control of 
the slot machine, narcotics and 
racing wire rackets. 

The commission reported that 
Murder, Inc., is still functioning, 
despite a series of New York 
prosecutions several years ago 
which were said to have put it out 
of business. 

Warren Olney, chief counsel of 
the commission, who directed its 
year-long investigation into the 
devious organizational pattern of 
Eastern gangs making a postwar 
invasion of California, told the 
Post-Dispatch that Murder, Inc., 
has been responsible for several 
hundred killings. 

Criminal Empire Built. 

It was with threats, beatings and 
killings that gangster elements 
with headquarters in New York 
and Chicago “moved in” on small- 
time local racketeers throughout 
the country, amalgamating their 
enterprises into a multi-million- 
dollar criminal empire served by 
a battery of high-priced attorneys 
and a corps of corrupt local offi- 
cials who shared an annual boodle 
pot of more than $500,000,000, the 
California commission charged. 

The commission said there are 
apparently two vast criminal syn- 
dicates in the United States—“the 
Combination,” headed by Frank 
Costello of New York, who it de- 
scribed also as chief of the Mafia, 
and the Capone syndicate of Chi- 
cago. 

Adm. William H,. Standley, re- 
tired, former chief of naval opera- 
tions, crime commission Chairman, 
reported an apparent tie-up or at 
least co-operative working agree- 
Ment between the two organiza- 
tions. 

Bugsy Siegel Cited. 

To substantiate this, Olney point- 
ed to the record of Benjamin 
(Bugsy) Siegel, former intimate 
of movie stars and Hollywood fig- 
ures, whose murder by gangsters 
in the swank mansion of his gir] 
friend, Virginia Hill, is still un- 
solved. 

Siegel, according to the commis- 
sion’s information. was a close 
friend and business associate of 
Costello, who is an ex-convict and 
Tammany politician. Other evi- 
dence indicates that Siegel was 
also designated as the West Coast 
representative of the Capone syn- 
dicate in its strong-arm grab of 
the nation-wide bookie wire serv- 
ice. 

Several years ago, Siegel was 
questioned, but released for lack 
of evidence, about the Hollywood 
murder of a gambler named “Big 
Greeny” Greenberg. 

Subsequently, Olney said, Abe 
Reles, a New York hoodlum, testi- 
fied before the Brooklyn grand 
jury that he had Killed Greenberg 
on orders from Siegel. He identi- 
fied Siege] as a member of the 
board of directors of Murder, Inc. 

Before Reles could be brought 
to California to testify against 
Siegel, Olney continued, he was 
murdered himself—apparently by 
his own former fellow professional] 
assassins. 

Staff of Expert Killers, 

Murder, Inc., Olney said, has a 
well-trained atatt of expert killers 


who can be whisked about the 
country by plane to do any “spe- 
cial job,” and fly off again as 
soon as their work is done. 
However, mete to some 
sources, murder-for-a-fee was only 
a sideline. of the syndicate, for the 


gang’s real business was liquor }.- 


distribution, labor unions, gam- 
bling houses and prostitution. In 
his first 18 months as district at- 
torney in Brooklyn, William 
O‘Dwyer, now Mayor of New 
York City, cleared up 85 killings, 
= of them attributed to Murder, 
ne. 


Often, according to the Cali- 
fornia Crime Commission, the 
mere mention of Murder, Inc., is 
sufficient to induce a loca] racket 
czar to adgree to “cut in” the 
nation-wide syndicate on his ac- 
tivities. If not, Olney said, “the 
enforcement arm” of the syndicate 
is called in. 

The Crime Commission Was ap- 
pointed by Gov. Earl Warren to 
conduct a secret inquiry aimed at 
informing the public of the extent 
to which Eastern gangsters re- 
cently have attempted to cash in 
on California's current economic 
and population expansion, 

That the group’s reports have 
appeared to go far afield from 
California, the commission gaid, is 
due to the fact that this state’s 
racket bosses are tied jn with the 
nation-wide syndicates which also 
operate in most of the other 47 
states. 

The commission’s data was com- 
piled by a staff of former Federal 
Bureau of Investigation agents 
and Navy Intelligence officers. 

Costello has been described by 
Virgil W. Peterson, operating 
director of the Chicago Crime 
Commission, and others, as ‘the 
lord of the underworld of the en- 
tire United States.’ : 

“He is one of the big political 
powers in Tammany Hal] and does 
not hesitate to take a personal 
part in municipal, state and even 
national politics.” 

The commission’s charge drew 
silence from the alleged “head- 
quarters” of “the combination” to- 
day. 

Costello’s lawyer, George Wolf, 
declined in New York even to get 
in touch with his client for com- 
ment. 

Wolf for himself said the com- 
mission’s report of underworld cor- 
ruption from New York to Cali- 
fornia “doesn’t interest me in the 
slightest.” 

Bitter Row in California. 

The inquiry has developed a bit- 
ter squabble between Gov. Warren 
and Attorney General Fred N. 
Howser. Warren has accused 
Howser of lax enforcement; How- 
ser has denied it. 

e Governor has said prosecu- 
tion of a “dozen top people” under 
California’s criminal conspiracy 
law would put a speedy end to 
the slot machine racket. He said 
the law should not be used in 
minor misdemeanor cases. 

Howser retorted there were as 
many slot machine locations taxed 
by the Federal Government dur- 
ing Warren's administration as 
Attorney General as now. 

The criminal conspiracy law 
was supported by Warren, and the 
District Attorneys’ Association of 
California-in 1943. Howser, then 
district attorney of Los Angeles 
County, opposed it, saying it was 
vague and nebulous. 

No such law was on the books 
when Warren was Attorney Gen- 
eral. 
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HUNTING $1, 590 000° 
BELIEVED BURIED 
BY JESSE JAMES 


ZANESVILLE, O., March 12 
(AP)—Four men with a mine de- 
tector began hunting today for 
$1,500,000 in treasure supposed to 
have been buried by Jesse James. 


Secrecy shrouded much of the 
hunt, but the men reported they 
already had found a metal chest 
in old Black Log cemetery.

Roscoe James of Buffalo, Colo., 
who says he is a nephew of the 
famed outlaw of an earlier day.

James Cooper, who says he is 
part Indian and an authority on 
Jesse James.

He 
said James is in Oklahoma and 
someone else was killed in 1882. 

Howk said Jesse lived in the 
Zanesville area for some time in 
the early 1880s.

a Zanesville newspaper.

The four 
men first wanted to dig on the 
farm of Ray Crozier.

TAFT LAW VINDICTIVE, SAYS

The Taft-Hartley Law is an 
inherently vindictive and punitive 
measure and should be killed in 
its entirety rather than changed 
by admendment, Charles J. Mac- 
Gowan, international president of 
the AFL International Brother- 
hood of Boilmakers, Iron Ship 
Builders and Helpers of America, 
said last night. MacGowan spoke 
at a dinner at the Broadview 
Hotel in East St. Louis, at which 
Joseph A. Grant of Belleville was 
installed as an international vice 
president. 

MacGowan told the meeting he 
subscribes to several confidential 
business services directed mainly 
at employers, and that these serv- 
ices have advised employers to 
“go easy” on Taft-Hartley law en- 
forcement for the present. This 
is apparently intended to avoid 
complete replacement of the exist- 
ing act and instead lead to a 
relatively minor revision of it, he 
said. MacGowan recommended 
passage of the Thomas Bill, now 
pending in the Senate, to replace 
the Taft-Hartley Law.

Among these exhibits are a back 
yard, a door yard planting, a 
spring garden, and “Grandma’s 
Garden, where spring flowers 
bloom beside a mossy brick path, 
Measuring just 20 by 20 feet, these 
plantings are designed for a lim- 

ited area. 

Even smaller are the four ex- 
hibits called “Down the Garden 
Path.” Here pathways of brick, 
stepping stones or turf have been 
developed with appropriate plant- 
ings and accessories. | 

The St. Louis Herb Society dis- 
plays a tidy little garden with 
brick-bordered beds. A collection 
of sweet-scented geraniums is fea- 
tured, and to lend atmosphere & 
there are old fashioned Dutch 
bee skeps, made of rye grass and 
split blackberry canes. A model 
work area in this garden has 
been furnished by the St. Louis 
Garden Club.

When I returned 
and began to shoot again, I felt 
a cramp in the right arm and 
hand. I kept on until I had 
broken about 500 balls more, and 
then the cramp was so bad in my 
fingers that they closed upon the 
palm, and -it required the use of 
the left hand to open the right 
one, and then it would close again. 
I got whisky and rubbed. the hand 
and arm, which did good for a 
time; but presently the cramp 
returned, A gentleman among the 
spectators then told me to get a 
bucket @f hot water and put my 
hand afid arm in while as hot as 
I could bear it. This was a capital 
suggestion; without it I might 
have failed to get through the 
feat. I stopped many times to 
bathe My hand and arm, but fi- 
nally accomplished the work I had 
undertaken, with time to spare, 
as the record shows. 

When the match was over I got 
into a carriage and went to the 
hote] where I had my arm bathed. 
The next morning my arm was 
very bad. I was unable to raise 
it and it felt paralyzed. A sur- 
Zeon was sent for. He applied 
arnica and bandages and after- 
ward it was less painful although 
greatly swollen and sore, Besides 
this trouble there was such a 
roaring in my ears and a pain in 
my head that I feared my brain 
was affected by the constant re- 
coil of the gun. 

My arm is now as good as new 
but I do not want to undertake 
such a thing again. The strain 
upon nature is too great.

SPRINGFIELD, :Mo.,. March 12 
“ More than half of the high 
schools which answered a poll 
taken among the 700 member 
schools in the state indicated they 
would like a change in the basket- 
ball setup. The results of the poll 
were placed before the board of 
control bg Executive Secretary T. 
L. (Jake)” Noel at a meeting here 
today: 

Noel. said 381 schools of the: 515 
which replied to the questionnaire 
said they would like a change. A 
total of 182 indicated a desire to 
leave the situation ‘as it is now— 
all in one division. 

Action on the proposal was 
postponed by the board until it 
had time to study plans of other 
states, Noel said. 

Wilbur Stalcup, Tiger baskét- 
ball coach and speaking as a rep- 
resentative of the University of 
Missouri requested the board to 
consider moving the annual. tour- 
nament back to the Tiger, base at 
Columbia. ‘That, too, was taken 
under consideration. : 

The board approved a new fi- 


nancial arrangement effective next 


September. Each member school 
will be assessed three cents per 
student on the rolls the second 
Monday of the first half year, the 
sum not to be less than $4 or 
more than $15 per school. This, 
together with an increase in offi- 
cials’ fees is expected’ to double 
the revenue for the State High 
School Association. Officials who 
formerly paid $1.50 for a mem- 
bership card now will have to 
pay $3 for one sport or $5 for 
aitwo or more sports. 

Noel said returns are pouring 
in on a proposal to consider music 
as part of the state .association’s 
work when the change formally 
is made next fall to “activities 
association” instead of . “athletic 
association.” The measure needs 
a two-third majority to pass.

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Mending Fences 
An Endless Job at 
Possum Trot Farm 
By Leonard Hall 


HE other day it was warm enough to sit on ‘the creek 
T dangling an angleworm under a sycamore root for perch, 
But as usual when such a day comes along, there wasn’t 
@ chance. The cattle had discovered a break where the floods 
had torn down a section of 
fence into the brome-alfalfa 
field and were finding the 
pickings so good they 
wouldn't even come up to 
the barn for their ‘hay. 
These past days have 
- started the brome growing 
and even the alfalfa crowns 
are greening up, whiok is no 
time to turn livestock onto 
it. So Perry and I drove 
them out d went at the 
job of fence-mending, which 
is a never-ending one on an 
old farm. By the time we'd 
- finished that and stretched 
the wires back across the 
water gap—another casualty 
of the high waters—it was 
dinner time. 
We'd learned that _ the 
6000 multiflora roses Which 
were ordered last autumn 
from the Oenservistion Commission were waiting down at the 
county agent’s office, and that meant another job. The methods 
for planting the rose and getting it off to a good start have 
been considerably improved, mostly in the matter of preparing 
a good seed-bed, so during the afternoon I hooked the plow 
to the tractor and went at it. 

Some of the roses will be used in fencing around the Ponds, 
some around the edges of two future wildlife areas, and the 
rest along-both sides of the highway. i

@ THE NEW METHOD IS TO PLOW a back-furrow, making 
about two rounds with the two-bottom plow, which leaves a 
“land” between six and eight feet wide. This will be disced 
down and a single furrow opened up for setting in the rose 
plants which, after they’re covered, will be packed tight with 
the tractor wheel. 

Weill fertilize them ‘along the bottom of the planting fur- 
row, then mulch them fightly to keep down weeds and hold 
the moistire. Also, wherever they’re planted in fields which 
are being pastured this summer, we will protect them against 
trampling and browsing by stretching an electric fence. .

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Béfore that job is over it will be oats sowing time. 
We're already a week behind some of our fore-handed 
neighbors on this score. But most of oug oats ground 
is ready and-;we'll be discing the rest of it this week, 
so that the work will go in a hurry when it’starts. 

So far everything points to an early season, in 

comparison to our other springs in Bellevue Valley, 
and we've even gotten the garden plowed, ready to 
work down for early vegetables. In addition te plenty 
of well-rotted manure, we're putting on more lime again 
this seator-and are going to use one of the new com- 
plete fertilizers which, in addition to nitrogen, phos- 
phate and potash, contains the trace elements often 
missing from soils which have been in cultivation for

OR the past two weeks police 
F of two states have been piec- 

ing together a bizarre story of 
murder built around a _ toupee- 
wearing Hawaiian by the name of 
Raymond Fernandez .and his 200- 
pound sweetheart, Mrs. Martha 
J. Beck. ; 

Dubbed the “Lonely Heart” kill- 
ers because they found their vic- 
tims ameng lonesome widowed 
members of matrimonial clubs, the 
fiendish Fernandez and his ‘pudgy 
paramour have already confessed 
to three murders, but police think 
the final score in their mail-order 
murder game may reach an even 
half dozen. 

Fernandez and Mrs. Beck are 
now in jail in Michigan, where 
they are being held for the ad- 
mitted murders of Mrs. Deliphene 
Downing and her 3-year-old daugh- 
ter, Rainelle. 

But officials of Nassau county, 
N.Y., also want the couple for the 
murder of Mrs. Janet Fay, whose 
body was dug out of a deep base- 
ment grave in a house in South 
Ozone Park, Queens, at 6 o’clock 
on the night of March 1. 

A hearing on the extradition of 
the pair to New York will be held 
at Grand Rapids, Mich. Mon- 
day. Michigan has no death pen- 
alty, but if tried and convicted in 
New York, Fernandez and his 
hefty sweetheart face death in the 
electric chair.’ 

According to the 34-year-old Fer- 
nandez, who has a wife and four 
children in Cadiz, Spain, and Mrs: 
Beck, the 29-year-old three-time di- 
vorcee and mother of two children, 
their racket was strikingly simple. 
Posing as brother and sister, they 
toured the United States investi- 
gating the financial status of “ac- 
quaintances” made through Lonely 
Hearts clubs. When they located 
a likely victim, Fernandez would 
go into action. A smooth operator 
and not un-handsome when wear- 
ing his toupee, the cut-rate Casa- 
nova would woo the lonesome wid- 
ow, win her trust, bilk her of her 
money and disappear. 

“Tt was when our plans went 
haywire that we resorted to mur- 
der,” the balding’ Fernandez ex- 
plained to police.

N his confession, Fernandez puts 
the blame for the first of the 
three murders on his girl friend, 


Martha. He and Martha were liv-. 


ing in a‘three-room apartment at 
Valley Stream, L.I., under the 
name of.Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Martin, while he “courted” the 60- 
year-old widowed Mrs. Janet Fay 
of Albany, N.Y. ° 
Mrs. Fay had already ‘succumbed 


to the Fernandez blandishments to 


the extent of giving him $3000 and 
Martha was, accordigg to her own 
confession, jealous of the elderly, 
naive and. deeply religious widow. 
Invited to visit Fernandez and’ his 
“sister,” Mrs. Fay met her death 
when Martha, in a fit of temper, 
beat her over the head with a 
hammer, 


“Then I turned to Raymond and 
said, ‘Look what I’ve done’ and 


_he strangled her with a scarf,” 


Mrs. Beck said in her confession. 

Having killed the woman, Fer- 
nandez and Mrs. Beck stuffed the 
body in a trunk and took it to 
the home of a relative for tem- 
porary storage. Then renting a 
house in South Ozone Park, the 
pair retrieved the trunk and 
buried the body in a basement 
grave. 

The murder of Mrs. Fay, it has

HE audience of some 3000 

thusic lovers sat entranced, 

The St. Louis Symphony or- 
chestra, in the second movement 
of Tschaikowsky’s Fifth Sym- 
phony, seemed inspired. The brow 
of Maestro Viadimir Golschm 
was unclouded as he gently moved 
his baton in his right hand, 
crooked a little finger of* his left 
hand, and led the violins through 
a soft and gentle refrain. 


All was quiet in the wings too, 
Even the bles hands were spell- 
bound. The only thing not sub- 
ject to the spell was a large ther- 
mos bottle full of coca-cola sitting 
on a small table in the wings for 
the conductor’s refreshMent dur- 
ing intermission. — 

The orchestra was giving its 
lightest and most expert perp 
a sentimental nd en 
it happened, The accumulating 
gases in the thermos bottle shot 
the large cork ceilingward with a 
report which, under the circum- 
stances, sounded like -a poe 
The cork-could be heard rattling 
around among the cables and stuff 
high in the loft backstage, and 
then rattling its downward course 
again until it landed with a amall, 
dry thud, on the floor. 

But not a violin bow quivered, 
not a muscle twitched. Golsch- 
mann didn't even lift an eyebrow. 
Intermission followed the number, 
and Golschmann came back stage. 
He looked around as though ex- 
pecting to see at least a dead body 
on the floor. 

“What was it?” he asked. Some 
one pointed to the thermos bottle. 
He grinned. 

The 3000 persons in the audience 
may: still be wondering what ex- 
ploded that night, but those are 
the kind of things the orchestra 
learns to expect on tour. Things 
happen that never happen any 
other time. The musicians learn 
to take them in their stride.

T is almost axiomatic in musical 
| circies that when a symphony 
orchestra goes on tour no one is 
speaking to anyone after the sec- 
ond week. It is something of a 
tribute to the tempers of the 85 
men in the St. Louis Symphony 
that, when we joined them for a 
couple of days at the end of the 
second week of their current tour, 
most of them were still ng 
to at least somebody and quite 
a few of them were. still. speak- 
=n to Max Steindel, which is note- 
worthy under the circumstance, 
Max, who plays €ello in the or- 
chestra, doubles on tour as per- 
sontiel manager. It is Max’s job 
to see that the boys get hotel 
rooms, get on and off the train, 
know ‘where the concert is being 
held, and other such items. The 
task of riding herd on 85 musi- 


cians, each of whom is, to put. 


it temperately, an individual, has 
broken stronger men than Max. 
Whether it will break Max re- 
mains to be seen. 

During the time we spent with 
him he had been reduced to the 
point of walking around mumbling 
to himself, occasionally referring 
to about 50 scraps of paper con- 
taining memoranda to himself, 
and handing out little books of 
matehes on which was the rather 
startling motto: “Relax Mit Max.” 
Max smiles rather wistfully when 


he passes them out, but it’s plain . 


to see that he has long since lost 


faith in any power the motto. 


might have possessed. 

The sheer mechanics involved in 
moving 85 musicians, plus 70 
trunks, all over the midwest and 
having them in position to per- 
form promptly at 8:15 each night 


in a different town, is slightly | 


staggering. It involves, for one 
thing, a sort of running communi- 
cation with hotels along the route 
to be sure the musicians are go- 
ing to have a place to lay their 
heads. And it isn’t altogether a 
matter of just enough rooms to 
go around. Max has a typewrit-

After a hurried 
and sleepy breakfast in the ho- 
tel coffee shop, there was the us- 
ual scramble for taxis (that’s an-

O date, only one musician had 

missed a train—from Quincy to 

Peoria—but he caught a bus 
and landed in his seat on the stage 
just as the maestro was lifting 
his baton.. The favorite train 
story of the tour, however, con- 
cerns three of the younger musi- 
cians who, on an overnight jump, 
were given the drawing room in 
the Pullman. During the night 
they paddled all the way to the 
other end of the car, even making 
the trip next morning to wash 
and shave. When they were get- 
ting ready to disembark, one o 
them became curious about a door 
in the drawing room. He opened 
it and the three of them looked 
in at a private lavatory. 

The Gesner brothers, Elmer and 
Clarence, are called the librarians 
of the symphony orchestra. It 
would be hard to find a name less 
expressive of the work they do or 
their value to the orchestra when 
on tour. Thanks to them, the rest 
of the musicians find the, stage 
get, stands in place, music on the 
stands and everything ready to 
go when they arrive at the stage 
door. 


The Gesners, assisted by George 
Buermann, the symphony’s travel- 
= stagehand, meet the baggage 

, arrange for trunks, and see 
that the 70 pieces of luggage, 
which includes big trunks, small 
trunks, and trunks of all shapes, 
get to the theater. Since few 
towns boast a legitimate theater 
anymore, concerts are usually 
held in movie houses, where the 
cinema is suspended for a day. 
Since movie houses have little use 
for dressing rooms, the orchestra 
members often have to dress where 
they can, usually in the wings. 
The stages are so shallow that

Conductor Golschmann’s heels are 
likely to be hanging over the -foot- 
lights. Often the trunks have to 
be stored in the alley outside the 
stage door for lack of space in- 
side. 

Such crowded conditions don’t 
allow for a front curtain, so the 
men have to be careful as they 
change into dress clothes in the 
wings for fear of being observed 
by the audience. On one occasion, 
‘when they did have a front cur- 
tain, they were lulled into a false 
sense of security. After the final 
curtain, they all started changing 
their clothes right ow stage. Then, 
due to a miscue of some kind, the 
curtains parted. A departing au- 
dience turned with surprise to 
view a couple of dozen equally 
surprised musicians engaged in 
changing their trousers. Made 
quite a tableau, they say.

HE Gesners work right on 
through until show time, get- 
ting the instrument trunks in 
their proper places and unpacking 
them, setting up 60 music stands 
and the director’s podium, and 
fixing up a sort of backstage head- 
quarters for the conductor. Under 
ideal circumstances there should 
be a small dressing room back- 
stage to which the director can 
retire before the concert and at 
intermission. On movie stages 
about the best the Gesners can 
do is a card table, covered with 
a cloth, upon which is a whisk 
broom, a copy of the program, a 
clean towel for wiping perspira- 
tion, and the non-to-operative 
thermos bottle of Coca-Cola, ac- 
companied by a drinking glass. 
Elmer Gesner has been with the 
orchestra 32 years and Clarence 
27 yeurs, and they have been op 
every tour the orchestra has 
made, but they have never left 
the stage to eat dinner yet. They 
always ask one of the musicians 
to bring them sandwiches. They 
haven’t minded this arrangement

tra descending upon the restau- 
rant. If there is no good place to 
eat, they usually place the blame 
on Max. just from force of habit. 


Once the orchestra, arriving in 
a new town, has finally got itself 
shuffled around in the hotel until 
everyone is satisfied, or fairly well 
satisfied, there may be all day or 
only a few hours to kill before 
concert time, depending upon time 
of arrival. Cards are the favorite 
pastime. Some play gin rummy, 
but most play poker. There are 
two games, known as the big game 
and the little game, the former for 


those who want high stakes, the ° 


latter for those who play for lower 
stakes. Cards take care of the 
idle time of a lot of non-players 
also, because kibitzing is the next 
most popular pastime. 

Kibitzing among musicians is a 
fine art. It is not confined to 
watching quietly. The kibitzer 
takes as active a part in the game 
as the man behind whose back he 
is kibitzing. He is also loud and 
voluble in the post-mortem which 
invariably and at great length 
follows each hand, and may have 
more to say than the player him- 
self, This is accepted procedure, 
however, and no one minds. Thus 
a four-handed card game can keep 
eight to 10 men entertained. | 


There is also the movie-going 
element, which scans the ads in 
the local paper for a movie they 
haven't seen, and, of course, the 
lobby-sitting ‘element which sits in 
the lobby passing the time smok- 
ing and talking. 

As concert time approaches, 
around 7:30, the men begin to 
drift around to the theater where 
they will find the Gesner broth- 
ers, now changed *to full dress 
(Elmer plays drums and Clarence 
the clarinet) standing in the wings 
to direct them to the wardrobe 
trunks and rooms, if any. 
The wardrobe trunks carry the 
men’s dress suits. Most of them, 
however, carry theig trousers, 
waistcoats and linen in their hand- 
bags and put them on in their 


hotel rooms, thus only having to ; 


change a suit coat for a tail 
coat when they get to the theater.

CHAPTER EIGHT. 


| EARLY two years passed be- 
N tore Joseph had another su- 

pernatural experience, but at 
last it came. : 

Once more the angel inter- 
rupted their quiet lives with a sign 
from the other world; one last 
dream for Joseph, a vision with 
great news, the angel declaring: 

“Arise and take the child and 
go into the land of Israel. For 
they are dead that sought the life 
of the child.” 

They are dead! They meant 
Herod! He was king and spoke 
plurally of himself as “we” this 
and “we” that, and of him the 
angel spoke plurally, too, in pro- 
claiming the end of him. 

With no question in their minds 
Joseph and Mary, the most per- 
fect believers in history, obeyed 
the directive. From his sleep 
Joseph sprang up and began to 
pack at once. Taking the child 
and mother on a donkey, he 


turned again to the gray.and yel- | 


low desert that lay between them 
and home. 

As the long deseft days passed 
and the little family drew nearer 
to their own part of the world, 
other travelers in wayside camp- 
ing confirmed the news. 

Yes, Herod the Great was dead! 
To his son Archelaus he be- 
queathed Judea with the precious 
title of king. The troops had given 
Archelaus homage as soon as the 
will was read, now all the world 
knew he was the new ruler in the 
capital, But not of Galilee! To 
Herod Antipas, another son, 
Herod bequeathed Galilee, with 
Perea, and with the title not of 
king but of tetrarch. 

What would life be like in 
Jerusalem—or any part of Judea 
—under the new king? Joseph 
had often heard that of all the 
sons, Archelaus was most like the 
wicked Herod. He decided not to 
settle in Judea as he had been 
planning for the last two years 
to do, but to go back to Galilee, 
back to Nazareth, where Joseph 
had a good trade as a carpenter.

HERE in Nazareth, in Galilee, 
T then it was that Jesus learned 
to toddle, and grew into boy- 
hood; there in Galilee that he 
studied the Scriptures in the syna- 
gogue—and heard the troubles of 
His people proclaimed loudly in 
the streets. : 

The boys of the village liked to 
talk everlastingly about deliver- 
ance of the nation from foreign 
tyranny. At heart they were all 
little revolutionists. Their games, 
like cowboys and Indians of to- 
day, were of Zealots and Romans, 
patriots and tyrants. On street 
corners, around fires in the field, 
on the steps of the” synagogue, 
their elders too—peddler, shep- 
herd, everybody—talked of a king 
who was to come one day and 
free Israel by force of arms. But 
Jesus showed scant sme ten hoe san 
boys’ games of revolution thoug 
He heard every day about. the 
crimes of government. 

And indeed the years of His 
childhood were no improvement 
for Israel over the sway of the 
late King Herod. The acute mis- 
ery of the people brought about a 
rebellion in Galilee when Jesus 
was 11 years old. ~ 

That abortive uprising began 
and ended in’ the town of Sep- 
phoris, only four miles away from 
Nazareth. Tiere. was a patriot 
called Jud&s of the forbidden 
Zealot party, and he led a desper- 
ate crew—of whom Joseph’s old 
friend Samuel was a vigorous 
lieutenant—on a madman’s enter- 
prise. Judas was going to save 
everybody, free everybody from 
Roman tyranny. 

“No Lord but Jehovah” was the 
rallying call; “no tax but to the 
Temple; no friend but the Zealot.” 

So Judas, the Galilean, raised an 
army of rebels, a rag, tag, bobtail 
valiant crew who, following his 
bidding, raided the king’s armory 
in Sepphoris and then began to 
march. Soon enough the Roman 
colonial troops cut the army of 
Judas to pieces, and Sepphoris 
was burned to the ground.

That was a time of panic for 
Nazarenes; Judas beheaded on 
the field of battle, the rebel 
soldiers in flight and in hiding. All 
the neighbors of Joseph had stood 
on the heights and watched in 
despair the fury of Roman punish- 
ment. , 

Two thousand men, suspected of 
complicity in the schemes of 
Judas, the Galilean, were crucified 
in the open country—2000 crosses 
with hanging victims—between 
Sepphoris and Nazareth. Those 
2000 crucifixions—some of the vic- 
tims men He had run errands for 
—were among the early memories 
of the boy Jesus. 

In the midst of such civil 
clashes there was the gravest anx- 
iety in Joseph's mind, when one 
day a long-bearded stranger” in 
Syrian dress walked into the shop 
and whispered a name.

T.B.A. Head Says Video Sets> 
Will Not Become Obsolete 
Convinced Present Band Will Be in 


Possibly Forever 


HERE is no danger that television sets now on the market will 
become obsolete if and when the ultra high frequencies are 
opened for commercial use, Jack Poppele, president of the Tele- 


vision Broadcasters’ Association, told the Chicago aavines Council 


in an address Tuesday. 


Answering the questions, “what 
will happen to television receivers 
now in use and on the market-— 
will they become obsolete?”, Pop- 
pele replied: “The answer is a 
definite and unequivocal no.” 

Speaking at a meetirig of N.B.C. 
affiliates in Chicago Tuesday, 
Wayne Coy, chairman of the FCC, 
said: “I see no reason to expect— 
unless there is a major catastrophe 
—that channel 4 or any other 
VHF channel is not goihg to be 
available for a very long time. 

. . Don’t get @larmed. There’s 
no present proposal to change 
them, in spite of all you hear.” 
Coy’s statement meant that UHF 
(ultra high frequency) channels 
are to be added, not that the 
present are to be taken away from 
television. By VHF he meant the 
very high frequencies now used 
for televison.

In a published letter written in the public interest by 
Senator Edwin C. Johnson, Chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce, dated Feb- 


ruary 15, 1949, to the Honorable Wayne Coy, Chairman 


of the Federal Communications Commission, Senator 
Johnson said among other things: 


Quote: “Also, we are concerned deeply with respect to the mar- 
keting of television sets. Television-set manufacturers and spokes- 
men for some broadcasters have repeatedly declared that present- 
day sets will not be outmoded in the near future. Nevertheless, it 
appears obvious to us that when and if licensing is authorized in 
the ultra-high-frequencies and television develops in those fre- 


quencies, television sets being manufactured today will be obsoles- 


cent. While it is contended that an attachment can be made which 
will meet such a contingency, in part, we are not greatly impressed 
with the efficacy of similar attachments for FM frequency shifts. 
We note that no purchaser of a television set today is warned or 


advised that such an attachment may be necessary or, in fact, that 
in a matter of a few months or years, the.set for which he is paying 
$200 to $1,000 may be junk. We wonder, therefore, if some action 
cannot be taken by the Federal Communications Commission which 
would result in set-manufacturers making clear to such, buyers 
that caveat emptor should not enter into the purchase of such a 
highly complex and intricate mechanism as a television set. 

“We understand that the Federal Communications Commission 
has no present legal authority to compel such action. If theCom- 
mission is of this opinion also, or that suggestions to television 
manufacturers to correct this practice may fall on deaf ears, we 
would appreciate recommendations for legislation (to meet this 
problem. The public requires protection.” Unquote. 


Chairman Wayne Coy, by direction of the Federal Com- 


munications Commission, in responding to Senator John- 
son's letter on February 25th, said among other things:

In a public notice issued on May 5, 1948, the FCC reiterated 
sts opinion of May, 1945, and pointed out that the 475-890 mega- 
cycle band would have to be used for television if this country 
were to have a nationwide competitive system of television.

Some simply are broke and need 
the money to live. Others are bur- 
dened by the cost of keeping their 
mansions and estates. By the time 
they have paid their taxes, they 
find they can’t run their cars, pay 
their club dues, keep up their s0- 
cial engagements or act the way 
noblemen generally are supposed 
to act. 

Some have taken to selling par- 
eels of their land in order to save 
the rest. Still others have turned 
to commoners’ chores because they 
want to make themselves useful in 
Britain’s great battle for produc- 
tion. 

King’s Cousin a Salesman. 

The Marquis of Milford Haven, 
for example, whose name has been 
linked romantically with Princess 
Margaret Rose and with Sharman 
Douglas, the daughter of United 
States Ambassador Lewis Doug- 
las, ig a cousin of ‘the King and 
was best man at the wedding of 
Princess Elizabeth and the Duke 
of Edinburgh. He sells radiators 
for a British firm in America. 

The Earl of Shrewsbury, Pre- 
mier Earl of England, is a sales- 
man, too. He sells cabbages 
raised on his grounds at a road- 
side stand outside his Shropshire 
manor house. His countess sells 
flowers which they raise. Taxa- 
tion already has forced him to 


sell a third of his land, and he is’ 


trying to save the rest. 

The dowager Marchioness of 
Queensberry has taken a hand in 
her father’s old fishmonger busi- 
ness in Cardiff to save it from 


bankruptcy. She put things in’ 


order again by filleting the fish 
and serving the customers. 

“T like it, you see,” she says. 

The eleventh Baron of Digby 
farms 1000 acres of his land. 
Every morning when he is at 
home he peddles the milk himself. 
He also sells fruit and vegetables 
from his delivery van. 

“He just likes doing it himself,” 
his secretary said. 

Lord Cullen was born into a 
family of women and the family 


estates were sold to provide for | 
them. When he succeeded to the | 


title, there wasn’t much left. He 
started work as a clerk in a char- 
tered accountant’s office and 
worked his way up to assistant 
manager of a financial office on 
the stock exchange. 

Ducal Boarding House. 

The Duke of Leinster turned his 
Hampstead home into a boarding 
house after the war. 

A nephew of the Duchess of 
Kent, Prince Alexander of Yugo- 
slavia, sells washing machines.

‘In 10 Years Now Before Congress 


000,000 to Social Secur- 
ity Rolls, With Bigger 


Benefits, Taxes.

WASHINGTON, March 12 (AP) 
~The Government's biggest mass 
welfare project in 10 years is be- 
ing weighed in Congress. 

Legislation proposed by the 
Truman Administration would pro- 
vide the greatest increase in So- 
cial Security since survivors’ bene- 
fits were added to old-age insur- 
ance in 1939. The 1 per cent taxes 
paid by employes and employers 
for insurance benefits would be 
raised July 1 and doubled by next 
January. 

The increase and extension of 
benefits and the taxes for them 
would affect more than 60,000,000 
wage earners, farmers, small busi- 
ness men and professional person- 
nel. It also covers their families 
if they have any. 


The legislation requested by 


President Truman calls for (1) | 
large increases in old-age and sur- | 
vivors insurance payments, (2) | 
boosts in the insurance tax, (3) | 


extension of old-age insurance to 
an additional 20,000,000 persons 
and (4) disability and sickness 
yments. 
Pt also provides for direct Gov- 
ernment grants to needy persons 
of all ages instead of just the 
needy aged, the blind, and de- 
pendent children as now provided. 

Representative Kean (Rep.), 
New Jersey, has introduced a bill 
providing for substantial increase 
in old-age insurance benefits, ex- 
tended coverage of the insurance 
p m and liberalizing the eli- 
gibility for insurance benefits. 

Health Insurance Separate. 

These social security bills are 
separate from the compulsory 
health insurance program urged 
by Truman. 

About 43,000,000 workers are 
now in jobs covered by social 
security insurance and about 35,- 
700,000 others have some wage 
credits toward insurance, earned 
in past employmest. About 2,300,- 
000 men, women and children are 
now receiving old-age and sur- 
vivors’ insurance benefits. 

(Many persons confuse old-age 


insurance with old-age assistance, 
which is payment of Government) 


money to the needy.

SEA FOOD salad is a useful dish the year round. 

One that is sufficiently substantial and served hot 

is an acceptable Lenten entree for luncheon or 
dinner. 

Mrs. Julia Kiene, manager of Westinghouse Electric 
Corporation’s Home Economics Institute, has worked out, 
the recipe for a sea food salad that is baked in crab shells. 
She begins by chopping celery, green pepper and onion. 
Chopped ingredients are mixed with cooked, cleaned 
shrimp, flaked crab meat, mayonnaise and seasonings. 
Mixture is then heaped in crab shells and placed on a 
baking sheet. Filled shells are sprinkled with crushed 
potato chips and baked in a preheated moderate oven (350 
degrees) for 30 minutes. 

INGREDIENTS: Six tabl ns chopped green pep- 
per, three tablespoons chop onion, one cup chopped 
celery, one-half teaspoon Worcestershire sauce, one - 
mayonnaise, one cup crab meat, one cup shrimp, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one-half teaspoon pepper, three-fourths cup 
crushed potato chips. These amounts serve six persons.

OME of Tin Pan Alley’s favorite and 

most threadbare themes are being given 

the works. by the rasping voice and 
improvised piano playing of Abe Burrows. 
Burrows takes musical and dramatic tripe 
apart and rearranges it in a manner that 
most listeners find gleefully devastating. 
Playing around with what he calls a “torch 
type” song, for example, he is apt to run 
off a few chords and come up with some- 
thing like this: “I saw you and love was 
dead. Darling, mine, you look well fed. 
Why shouldn't you look well fed? ‘Cause 
you ate up a hunk of my heart.” 

Sometimes, when a title alone conveys 
the idea, he just lets it go at that. Thus: 
“I Looked Under a Rock and Found You.” 
“If I Had to Do It All Over Again, I'd Do 
It All Over Again,” and “I’m So Miserable 
Without You It's Just Like Having You Here.” 
These are just ideas that he likes to toss out 
at an audience. 

Other take-offs are developed in many 
lines of cumulative detail that one admirer 
termed ‘whimsy for the connoisseur.” 

Making merry with cliches was a diver- 
sion with Burrows for a long time before 
it occurred to him, a couple of years ago, 
that there might be a career in it. As a 
writer of radio shows and commercials, he 


found a certain therapeutic value in spare 
time panning of the more hackneyed in- 
gredients of assembly-line entertainment. 
Besides parodies on * me songs, he be- 
came fond of giving the through-the-looking- 
glass treatment to radio documentaries and 
movie travelogues. One of these, called 
“Waukeshaw Natural Bridge Travel Film, 
Musical Arrangement and Narration,” is 
widely acclaimed as a classic of inverted 
humor. 

As a radio writer Burrows originated 
the format of Duffy’s Tavern, a program 
that gave liberal vent to his curious kind 
of talent. With Frank Loesser he com- 
posed for this show the elephantine mad- 
rigal, “Leave Us Face It, We're in Love.” 

While ,writing for this and other pro- 
grams, Burrows achieved Hollywood fame 
as the life of the party. He broke away to 
put on his own program for a season, now 
is appearing at the Park Plaza Hotel in 
course of a night club tour. 

His repertory of some 95 songs is classi- 
fied as “type” pieces. “Sweet Memories,” 
which he is doing in photos at top, is “one 
of those songs where a guy is reminded of 
his lost love by a lot of little things and 
souvenirs which he itemizes.” Burrows calls 
this a “laundry list type’’ song.
